éontaining an entire and continued Relation of fome 
part of the extraordinary Events that have happen’d in 
‘this great Monarchy ; and the Particulars it contains be- 
ing remarkable and entertaining, we hope our Readers 
will ‘not be difpleafed to mect with it here.

|, ‘what palfed moft remarkable in the Defeat of Sultan Efrefi. 


PRINCE Thamas, third Son of Shah Huffein, late 
*Sophi of Perfia, having had the Happinefs to make 
his Efcape from I/pzhan in the hotteft of the Siege, under 
a Guard of five hundred Men, he retired into the Pro- 
vinces which preferved their Fidelity to the King his 
Father 5 but wherever he came, he found every thing 
in the moft dreadful Confafion. However, he raifed 
what Forces he could, with whom he had Encounters 
with the Georgians, the O/manlous, and other Rebels, Sub= 
JeAs of the Kingdom of Perfia; but for the moft part 
with Difadvantage, tho” he fought himfelf at the ~_ 
wily A . 
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of his brave Soldiers, till at laft he was reduced to the 
P rovince of Maxandran, Part of Chirvan, and Part of 
Coraffan. 

So many Rebuffs, capable of cooling the Courage of 
any one but Prince Thamas, ferved only, as it were, to 
whet his; and at a time when his Affairs feemed to be 
the mofi defperate, Heaven raifed him upa Deliverer in 
the Perfon of Thamas Koulikan. This Chan was a Lord 
of about forty Years of Age, bred up from his Infancy 
in the School of Arms, brave as a Hero, a Man of excel- 
lent Parts, frank and fincere, always rewarding thofe 
who behaved themfelves iike Men, and punifhing with 
Death thofe that fled like Cowards, when it was their 
Duty to refift. He had always diftinguithed himfelf by 
his Capacity, his Bravery, and Fidelity; whereby he 
had fo greatly infinuated himfelf into the good Graces of 
Prince Thamas, that that young King, entirely approving 
his Advice, refolved to purfue it, and to confide alto- 
gether in him. From this Time, that is to fay, in 
1728, that young Prince’s Affairs began to take a better 
turn. The Royal Army which Thamas Koulikan ‘had got 
together, was not numerous, but it was well paid, and 
well difciplined. The principal Officers and moft of the 
Subalterns, were Men of the greateft Valour, perfonally 
known to, and chefen by Thamas Koulikan; and it was 
with fuch an Army, led on by fuch a Genius, that Prince 
Thamas took the Field.. He firft marched againft the 4f- 
dalis, of whom he won three Battles in Perfon. He re- 
took Herat and Machat, and afterwards, in the Courfe of 
that Year, reduced all the Rebels of Coraffan and there- 
abouts. In thefe Expeditions, which were made in the 
Year 1728, all that were found in Arms were put tothe 
Sword; but thofe who laid them down, and begged for 
the young King’s Mercy, were f{pared, upon Condition 
that they fhould ferve in his Troops, and that their 
Chiefs fhould fend their Families as Hoftages to guaranty 
their Fidelity. The Peace being thus fettled on that 
Side, it was. refolved not to go upon any other Enter- 
prize that Campaign, but te put the Troops into Win- 
ter-Quarters upon the Frontiers, that they might be rea- 
dy to a& early in the Spring againit the Aghuaus, whom 
it wasdetermined utterly to deftroy. 

» The Aghuaus are thofe famous Rebels, .who marching 
from Candahar, brought under the Yoke, and Jaid wafle 
the greateft Part of the Kingdom of Perfia for almoft 
eight Years: It was thofe Rebels, who, conducted as it 
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wert’ by the Hand of Fortune, took the City of I/pahan, 
dethroned Shah Huffein, and cruelly maffacred an a!moft 
infinite Number of Perfians. It was they, who after they 
had beat an Army of 120,000 Turks, obliged the Porte 
to make Peace with them, and to fend them an Embaffy 
equally fandalous and folemn, to recognize their Chief 
Efreff in the Quality of King. And yet they were ve- 
ry far from being the brave Fellows they were reprefented 
to bes their Valour did not rife to the Standard of ordi- 
nary Men‘; and all their Policy went no farther than to 
murder without Mercy all the Perfians, of what Rank 
foever,:that gave them the leaft Uneafinefs: So that one 
would think their Succefs was rather owing to Miracles, 
than the: Effe@ of a regular and well concerted Beha- 
viour. » . 

The Rebels were fo flufh’d with fuch a Series of Suc- 
cefs, ‘that‘they fancied themfel ves the greateft Men upon 
Earth. »E/reff would no more condefcend to take the 
Field, but:lived-at his eafe at I/pahan, where he a€ted as 
if Fortune: had been unchangeable; and all his Cour- 
tiers, by his'Example, lived: at the fame Rate. They 
ftad all intirely forgot their Original, and their vile 
Condition when they were Slaves and Camel-Drivers. 
The immenfe "Riches, of which they had defpoiled the 
Perfians, the Beauty of the Women and Virgins they had 
taken’ from'‘them, the flately Houfes they dwelt in, and 
the luxurious’ Way of living they weve got into; all 
thefe, compared with their primitive Condition, were to 
them a’ Patadife of Delight in this World, like that 
which Mahomet in ‘his Alcoran has promis’d his Followers 
in the cther. 
 Efreff being informed of Prince Thamas’s ViStories, 
and of the March of his Army, gathered al! his Forces 
together, and took the Field to attack that Prince, flat. 
tering himfelfthe more confidently with Vittory, in 
regard: he had never known the Perfians ftand before him. 
Prince Thamas, who for his Part languifhed with Impa- 
tience to come to Blows with the Rebels, made the ne- 
ceffary Difpofitions to give them a warm Reception. 
He advanced but flowly, however ; affecting a Kind of 
Fear, on purpofe to draw E/reff as forwardas he could. 
At laft the two Armies met at Damzuan, a little Town 
upon’ the Frontiers of Chirvan. The Rebels began the 
Attack: The Battle was very bloody and obflinate on 
both Sides ; but at length the Rebels betook themfel ves 
to their Héels; and abandoning their Cannon and Bag- 
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gage, they fled with fo much Precipitation, that in 
twenty four Hours they made feven ordinary Days 
Marches, and arrived at Tairon, where they halted a 
Day ; after which, flill doubling their Marches, they 
purfued their Flight towards I/pahan. The Day after 
their Arrival, E/reff order’d his Followers to retire with 
their Families and Effe&ts into the Caftle ; which they 
did, after they had driven out the Perfians, plunder’d, 
ravaged, and burnt all that belonged to them; and as 
foon as they had thus fecured their Families and Effetts, 
they took the Field again, and went and pitched their 
Camp ten Leagues from I/pahan, near a Village called 
Machakor. 

Mean time the Royal Army continued advancing by 
regular Marches. Thamas Koulikan perceiving that Prince 
Thamas expofed himfelf too much in Fight, he begged 
him, in the Name of the whole Army, to flay at Tairon 
with a Corps de Referve of 9 or 10,000 Men; which he 
did. The Chan purfued his March without any Refi- 
flance, and upon Sunday.the 13th of November, 1729, a- 
bout Eight o’clock in the Morning, he arrived within 
Sight of the Rebel Army. He marched dire&ly up to 
them, receiving the Fire of all their Small-Arms with- 
out returning a Shot, till he arrived near their Battery, 
where he made his firft and only Fire, ina manner clofe 
tothem. This bold Stroke fo frighten’d the Rebels, that 
they took to their Heels, and ran to I/pahan, where Ef- 
reff arrived the fame Night. 

The News. of this fecond Defeat ftruck general Con- 
fternation both in Natives and Foreigners, for fear they 
fhould be al! maffacred by thofe Barbarians ; but the Al- 
mighty ftruck fuch a Terror into them, that they minded 
nothing but how to. fave themfelves. The Calm and Si- 
lence which fince E/reff’s Arrival had fucceeded to Noife 
and Tumult, aftonifhed all Mankind; but their Surprize 
was much greater, when they were informed early the 
next Morning, that the Rebels hadtaken Flight. They 
were affured by feveral Slaves who efcaped out of their 
Hands, that they made that Day a Retreat of fifteen 
Leagues ; that when they came to Chiras, they cut all the 
Perfians in Pieces; and that E/reff had carried off with 
him three hundred Camels loaded with Gold, Silver, and 
Jewels belonging to the Crown: That Chief of the Re- 
bels likewife carried with him all the Princefs’s of the 
Blood Royal, except Prince Thamas’s Mother, whom he 
did not know, the having always performed the Office of 
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a Servant in the Seraglio as long as the Rebels ruled the 
Roaft, without being difcovered by the other Women or 
the Eunuchs; which wasa rare Inftance of Fidelity. It 
is confidently affirmed, that the Princefs was fo tran | 
ported with Joy, when fhe heard of the Tyrant’s Flight, 
that fhe was befide herfelf for three Days, and did not 
recover her Senfes till fhe faw and embraced her dear 
Son. 

‘No fooner were the Rebels gone away, but the People 
began to plunder their abandoned Houfes. This Plun- 
der grew infenfibly general, and lafted three Days, till 
Thamas Koulikan arrived. A great Number of Aghuans 
and other Rebels, who were either unable or afraid to go 
off with their Companions, and skulked up and down 
where they could, foon met the Fate they endeavoured 
to avoid; fo that for feveral Days fucceflively the Streets 
of I/pahan were as full of butcher’d Rebels, as they had 
formerly been of the Inhabitants of that miferable City. 

. Prince Thamas did not arrive at I/pahan till the ninth 
of December. Thamas Koulikan went to meet that Prince 
at the Head of 20,000 Men; and as foon as he came in 
Sight of him, he ran towards his Mafter, to prevent his 
alighting from his Horfe; but the Prince gracioufly faid 
tohim, Hold, hold; I have made a Vow to walk /even 
Paces to meet thee the firft time I fhould fee thee after thou 
hadft driven mine Enemies from fpahan. Whereupon the 
King difmounted, and having walked a few Paces, he fat 
down upon a Cufhion, and drank Coffee with his Gene- 
ral: After which they mounted again, and marched to 
Ifpahan. Their Entry was more warlike than magnifi- 
cent; but on the other hand, fuch a tranfporting and ge- 
neral Joy was hardly ever known upon the like Occafion. 
The Sophi fpent fome Days in receiving the Homage of 
the different Orders of the Kingdom. He likewife re- 
ceived the Compliments of Foreigners of Diftin&tion, 
and was fo affable to all Degrees of People, that he im- 
mediately gained all their Affeftion. Neverthelefs, that 
Prince, in the very midft of his Pleafures, always be- 
tray’d a fort of Uneafinefs and Melancholy; and when 
Thamas Koulikan told him it was now Time to forget his 
paft Difgraces, he anfwer’d him, That if it was pofli- 
ble to forget the Injuries which his People had fuffer’d, 
and the Difgraces of his Family, he could not help re- 
membring that the Villains who butcher’d his Father, 
and murder’d his Brothers, were ftill at Chiras. The Ge. 
neral, moved with this Difcourfe, immediatel A te 
rdergs 
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Orders for a fpeedy March ; for which every Thing was 
ready in four Days, and the Army tuok the Field toward 
the Jatter End of December. 

Thamas Koulikan made fo much hafte, that in about 
twenty Days March, which coft him fome Men, and 
more Horfes, he came up with the Rebels, who were 
advanced two Days’ March on this fite Chiras, and de- 
feated them, notwithflanding the advantageous Poft they 
had pitched’ upom; but that'General not thinking it pro- 
per to purfue them, the Rebels had‘ Time to rally at Chis 
vas, Here Efreff Held a great Council, wherein it was 
refolved to make'a laff Effort, and to attack the Perfians. 
Phe Day that the Rebels marched out’ to put this En- 
terprize in Execution, E/reff and’ his’ principal‘ Officers 
flopped at the City-Gates, where they. made the Soldiers 
and Officers fwear they’ would’ conquer’ or die’; but they 
Voth fwore to. do more’ than’ they either could or would 
perform. They wanted’ both Strength to vanquifh, and 
Courage to die. And: thus’ were‘ they beat at the very 
fir Onfet; and forgetting their Oath’and their Engage: 
ment, they betook themfelves to their Heels. This 
Battle was the laft'and/the mott bloody. The Perfian Ge- 
neral fuffered them to fly, and purfued them but flowly; 
Bfreff took that’ Occafion to put'a’ Trick upon him’; for 
as-foon as he got backto Chiras, he ferit'two of his prin- 
cipal:Officers to treat’ of an Accommodation, who imme: 
diately offer’d to reftore all the Treafure belonging to the 
Grown, providedthey might retire with: their Fatnilies 
where they pleafed: Thamas Koulikan anfwered them} 
That if they did not deliver up E/reff into his. Hants, 
they fhould every Man of them be put to the Sword. 
The Deputies, the Intent of whofe Embaffy was only to 
amufe him, promifed to do whatever he required; but 
by that time they came back, every thing was ready for 
their Flight, and they were already got a great’ Way with 
their Families and Booty, when the General was inform’d 
of their Retreat. 

The Rebels continued their March ; but as they kept 
no certain Rout, and all the Country was againft them) 
the Peafants were continually harafling them. There 
was not a narrow Pafs, but they’ were obliged to leave 
fomething behind them. At firft it confifted chiefly of 
their heavy Baggage; afterwards of their Perfian Wo- 
men and their Children. Every Night the Slaves turn’d 
afide, and got'away with fome of thetr'Camels 5 by which 
means Prince Thamas’s Aunt and Sifter, and fome other 
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Princeffes, were brought back to the King’s Camp. At 
Jaft the poor Wretches, being hard prefled on al! Sides, 
began to disband themfelves. Efreff was left with 4 or 
500 of his moft faithful Friends; his Defign was to re- 
turn to India; but Huffein Chan, Brother to Mahmout or 
Miriweys, who commanded in Candahar, being informed 
of his Defign, intercepted him, defeated him, took from 
him the Remainder of his Treafure, and killed him. 
Thus perifhed that Ufurper, who, after unheard of 
Cruelties, villainoufly embrucd his Hands in the Blood 
of Shah Huffein, the laft Sophi of Perfia, the beft, the 
mildeft, and the moft pacific Prince that ever reigned. 
And thus were detiroyed and difperfed the mott deteiled 
and blood-thirfty Ufurpers that ever appeared upon the 
Face of the Earth. 





Since the laft Advices from this Country inferted in 
this Regiffer, (N° LX.) the Informations coming from 
thence have univerfally agreed that Prince Thamas has 
been always attended with Victory and Good Fortune, 
Reports were indeed more than once fet on foot by the 
Turks of his having received total Defeats ; but it foon 
appeared that they were only raifed to dill their own 
People, whom a long Courfe of ill Succefs had render’d 
unquiet and mutinous. The laft Advices that came from 
this Part of the World, have brought the News of a 
Peace concluded between the Perfians and Turks; by 
which the Turks oblige themfelves to furrender to Persia 
all the Countries which they feized during the Rebellion 
of Miriweys and E/reff, the Province of Georgia excepted 
After which the two Powers are to join, and expel the 
Mujfcovites from thofe Parts of the Kingdom of Persia 
which are in their Poffeflion, each Power being to re- 
tain the Conquefis they feverally make. This will open 
a new Scene of Aftion in thofe Parts, and may give rife 
to many extraordinary Events.

N our Jaft Regiffer we took notice that the Emperor 
had at length agreed tothe introducing Don Carlos, 
fefond Son of the King of Spain, into the Territories of 
Tufcany and Parma; and that the Condition of this, was 
the 
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the Agreement made by Great Britain to guaranty the 
Difpofal made by him of the Succeflion to his hereditary 
Dowinions to the Female Line of his own Defcendants, 
But the Confent of the Empire to that Difpofition, 
(called in Germany the Pragmatic Sanétion) being alfo ne- 
ceflary, he has iffued out the following Commifforial 
Decree to the Diet at Ratisdon. 





Robenius Ferdinand, Prince and Landgrave of Furften- 
burgh, Count of Heiligenberg and Werdenberg, Prince of 
the Hol y Roman Empire, Knight of the Order of the Golden 
Fleece, a&tual Privy Counfellor to the Emperor, and his 
principal Commiffioner to the general Affembly of the 
Empire, notifies by thefe Prefents, in the Name of his 
Imperial Majefty, to the Counfellors and Minifters of the 
Ele&tors, Princes, and States of the Diet ; That the Se- 
ries and Circumftances of Affairs paft, fufficiently prov’d 
what his Majefty has done fince his Acceffion to the Im- 
perial Throne, to maintain and eflablifh the Publick 
Peace and Tranquillity, to preferve the Balance of Eu- 
rope, and to defend the Honour, Dignity, and Rights of 
the Empire, which he has always preferred to every 
other Confideration ; and the Ele€&tors, Princes and States 
of the Empire will undoubtedly call to Mind what has 
been communicated tothe Diet upon that Subjeét, by 
the Commifforial Decrees which have been from Time 
to Time deliver’d to them. 

As it has pleafed the Divine Providence fo to blefs his 
Imperial Majefty’s juft Views, that by the Treaty con- 
cluded the 16th of March laft with the King of Great 
Britain, and by what has been fince done in Confequence 
of that Treaty, fuffiicient Provifion is made againft the 
Dangers which feemed to threaten, and a folid Founda- 
tion is thereby laid, capable of preventing any Thing 
that might hereafter difturb the Peace and Tranquillity 
of Europe, and deftroy the Balance thereof; hence it is 
reafonable, that on the other Hand the Empire fhould 
concur, bya general Refolution, to perfect that Work, 
for which fo folid a Foundation is laid. 

And to compafs fo defirable an End, his Imperial Ma- 
jefty has thought fit to communicate to the Diet his In- 
tention concerning the Guaranty of the Order of Succef- 
fion in the moft illuftrious Houfe of Auftria, as fettled 
by his Declaration of the 19th of April 1713, and en- 
tirely depends, that as the Power of the Houfe of Auftria 
bas hitherto ferved as a Bulwark for Chriftendom, a 
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will ferve to defend the Liberties of Exrope, and parti- 
cularly thofe of his Imperial Majefty’s moft dear Coun- 
try, againft all Attacks ; every State of the Empire will 
readily acknowledge, that upon the entire and undivided 
Prefervation of that Power depends not only the Safety 
of Europe in general, but alfo the Good and Profperity 
of the Empire in particular. His Imperial Majeity had 
no Intention, by the Settlement of that Succeflion, to 
aggrandize his Archducal Houfe, but to preferve to him- 
felf, his Heirs and Defcendants of both Sexes, in an un- 
divided State, the Kingdoms and hereditary Countries 
which were given him by God, and which he attually 
ert hat this Affair ought to meet with the lefs 

ifficulty, becaufe the Order of Succeffion in the illuf- 
trious Houfe of Auftria has been grounded for fome Ages 
upon the Privileges and Liberties, acquired with the 
Approbation of the Empire; upon the hereditary Com- 
patts, confirmed by the refpeStive Engagements and Ac- 
ceptations here under-mentioned ; which are already fo 
ftrengthen’d by the Guaranty, as well of feveral Foreign 
Powers, as of the principal States of the Empire, that, 
if back’d by a Refolution of the Empire, it is hardly to 
be fuppofed that it will meet with Obftacles from any 
Quarter whatfoever. The Guaranty now demanded does 
not tend to prejudice any Perfor, but purely to defend 
every one’s Right. And far from occafioning any Incon- 
veniences. to be feared in Time to come, there is no Me- 
thod more proper or more fure than the faid Guaranty, 
to prevent thofe which might happen, if for want of 
this Precaution, any Hope of Succefs were left to fuch, 
as by contrary Views would fain excite Troubles: And 
the Ejeétors, Princes, and States of the Empire ought 
not to be ignorant, that thofe Troubles may happen, as 
well within as without the Empire; that they are capa- 
ble of fubverting its Conftitution; and that its Mem- 
bers cannot help taking Part in them, whether they will 
or not. 

As all this has been acknowledged by Foreign Powers, 
who are inclined to contribute on their Part to the Main- 
tenance of the Publick Tranquillity,his Imperial Majetty 
trufting in the Zeal of the Ele€tors, Princes, and States of 
the Empire, doubts not but they will readily accept the 
Guaranty of the Order of Succeffion in the Archducal 
Houfe, as the fame was fettled by his Imperial Maiefty’s 
Declaration of the 19th of April, 1713, in the fame 
Manner as it was accepted by the Crown of England, pur- 
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fuant to the Treaty of the 16th of March of the prefent 
Year, communicated to the Diet ; and that in Confe- 
quence thereof, they will fend proper Orders, and fuch 
as will be agreeable to his Imperial Majefty, to their 
Counfellors and Minifters in the Diet of the Empire for 
that purpofe. 

His Imperial Majefty entirely relies upon the Empire’s 
Confent in this Refpe&t. He fhall Jook upon it as an Ac- 
knowledgment of the Affeétion which he has always had, 
and fhall always have, for the Ele&tors, Princes, and 
States of the Empire ; and he will own with Gratitude 
the Evidences of their Zeal for his Imperial Majefty and 
his Archducal Houfe, &c. Done at Katisdon the 18th of 
Oflober, 3731.

This Pragmatick San&tion has met with great Oppo- 
fition ; the Ele&tors of Bavaria, Saxony, and Palatine pro- 
fefling themfelves entirely unfatisfy’d with it. The two 
former, on account of the Marriages of their Sons with 
Archdutcheffes defcended from other Emperors, thinking 
their own Families entitled to a Share of thofe Domi- 
nions, from which by this Pragmatick Sanétion they will 
be forever excluded. The Court of France alfo, being very 
much difpleafed at the late Treaty of Vienna, which was 
concluded without their Participation, have alfo put 
all the Obftruftions they were able in the Way of it. 
Neverthelefs, it being order’d by the Treaty of Weftphalia, 
which is one of the Corner-ftones of the Conftitution of 
the Germanick Body, that a Majority of Votes thall rule 
in all Affairs of the Empire; and the Emperor having 
Yuch a Majority in the Diet at Ratisbon, thofe Powers 
will probably at laft acquiefce. 

This Affair of the Pragmatick San&tion being the moft 
important that at prefent engages the Attention of Eu- 
rope, we think it not improper to infert the following 
Piece, in which the Objef&tions made to it by its Ene- 
mies are fet forth in their full Light, and not without 
a great deal of Artifice. 


Reflettions 
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Refleétions of an Impartial German Patriot upon the 
Emperor’s Demand of the Guaranty of the Pragmatick 
Sanétion, 


HE Eftablifhing of a Right of Primogeniture and 

Succeffion without Partition, in Favour of the eld- 
eft of the Arch-duchéfles Daughters of the Emperor, 
and the Demand made for the Empire to guaranty the 
fame contra quofeunque, is one of thofe Tranfa&tions of 
the prefent Age, which are of the greateft Importance 
for the Tranquillity of the Empire at prefent, and for 
its Quiet in Time to come. In a Country which has 
produced fo many famous Lawyers, and in which the 
Civil Law is one of the principal Studies of thofe who 
have a Mind to qualify themfelves for Bufinefs, it is 
natural that fuch a State of Affairs fhould give Occafion 
to the moft ferious Refleftions, and to the moft exaét 
Enquiries into the ancient Cufloms, which may influ- 
ence the Germanick Body in the Part they ought to take, 
with relation to an Affair which may be the ra of their 
Happinefs or Mifery. In an Affair of fo great Confe- 
quence, we cannot, without being guilty of a Negleét 
of Duty towards our native Country, leave buried in 
our Ciofet, the RefieStions we may have made, when 
the Publication of them may be of Ufe in clearing up 
Peoples Doubts, and putting the Members of the illu- 
ftrious Germanick Body in a Condition of judging for 
themfelves upon clear and certain Principles of the Ex- 
tent, and of the Confequences of the Demand which is 
made upon them. 

That Rule of Succefion which the Emperor wants to 
have ftrengthened by the Guaranty of the whole Em- 
pire, cannot but be liable to too many Objeftions 5 and 
it were to be wifhed that that Prince, in place of now 
prefenting his Pragmatick Sanétion as a Law made proprio 
motu, to which the Empire has nothing to do but to fub- 
{cribe, had confidered that the Empire, by all the Laws 
and Conftitutions thereof, ough€ to have been con{ult- 
ed before any Regulation was made, in an Affair which 
concerns fome of the Principalities or Fiefs of the firft 
Clafs; in which no Alteration can be made, according 
to the Opinion of the beft Lawyers, without the Confent 
of all Parties concerned, either dire&tly or indire@ly, 
This Condué would have been agreeable to the Laws and 
Cuftoms of Germany, and even feemed to have been the 
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Duty of a Prince, who is a Member of the Empire by 
the Means of the Eftates he poffeffes therein, at the fame 
Time that he is the Chief thereof, by the Dignity to 
which he has been exalted. 

In order to explain this Matter, it will be neceffary to 
eftablifh fome Principles, which we fhall fucceflivel y de- 
monftrate, and from which we fhall draw fevera! Infe- 
rences of great Confequence to the whole Empire. 

Firff, then, We thall thew, that the Rule of Succeffion 
eftablithed by the Emperor, is quite new, and contrary 
to the Cuftoms of the Empire. 

Secondly, We fhall make it appear, that this Sort of 
Intail by a General Law, is contrary to Nature, and to 
the Conflitution of moft of thofe States of which the 
Auftrian Dominions are compofed. 

Thirdly, From thefe two Principles we fhall point out 
the Confequences of that Engagement, which is de- 
manded of the Empire contra quofcunque ; and from 
thence will naturally arife the Queftion, Whether or no 
it be convenient for the Germanick Body, to engage in 
that Guaranty which the Emperor demands? Let us 
begin then with the Proofs of thefe Pofitions. 

Tho’ the ancient Authorities which we are to bring, 
fhould not prove the firft Principle we have laid down, 
yet the Condu& of the Court of Vienna is enough to 
make one fufpest, that they are afraid of the Force and 
Weight of that Argument. The Age of the Emperor, 
which by the Courfe of Nature, promifes him as yet 
a long Reign, was naturally a Motive for not precipita- 
ting and forcing a Regulation of fo great Confequence, 
in cafe there had been nothing in it contrary to Law, 
and contrary to Cuftom. Yet that Prince has begun by 
making a Law himfelf for that Regulation, He has neg- 
le&ted nothing, but has turned his whole Thoughts 
towards getting the fame approved of by all the Powers 
of Europe. The Sufpicion he had that it would mect 
with Oppofition from the Empire, is probably what de- 
termined him not to open the Affair firft to the Germa- 
aick Body, tho’ the Party principally interefled therein, 
wifely forefeeing that fuch an Oppofition being once 
difcovered, would make the Foreign Powers more diffi- 
cult to be dealt with. That Prince had it likewife in 
View, to make ufe of this as the principal Argument 
for determining the Empire, that the moft Part of Europe 
had before confented. There is nothing but this Piece 
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having delay’d "till now the confulting of the Empire ; 
if the Declaration of a Law already made, and propofed 
as a legal AG of the Imperial Prerogative, can be called 
aConfultation. °*Tis true, this is not the firft Example 
of the little Regard that has been {hewn to a Body which 
ought to be refpected ; if we take Notice of this only, 
it is becaufe this is of fuch Importance and Confidera- 
tion, that it banifhes the reft from our Thoughts, and 
makes them become almott infenfible ; and becaufe 
there are authentick Records of them preferved in the 
Lift of Grievances, of which there are now in a Manner 
as many, as there are Articles in the Treaty of We/t- 
phalia, and in the Capitulation of the prefent Em- 
peror. 

Germany of old knew but little of the Cuftom of In- 
divifibility with refpeét to the great Fiefs : The Poffef- 
fors always divided them among their Children, either 
by a Deed of Partition made in their Life-time, or by 
their Laft Will and Teftament: This is attefted by En- 
gelbrechtus, Andrew Knichen, Paul Langius, Conringius, 
and many others. Hiftory furnifhes us with a whole 
Series of Examples, and the prefent State of Germany puts 
the Matter beyond Difpute ; for in Place of the four 
great Dutchies of which the whole was formerly compo- 
fed, we fee it divided into an Infinity of little States ; 
moft Part of which owe their prefent Being to the famous 
Treaty of Weftphalia. 

Even when the Emperor Charles IV. gave, or at leat 
prepared a new Relief for the Germanick Body, he efla- 
blifhed Primogeniture and Indivifibility only in the E- 
le&torates ; he left untouched the Order of Succeflion, 
fuch as it had been from the remoteit Antiquity, in all 
the other Principalities and Eftates. 

Yet that Regulation of CharlesTV. did not hinder, 
but that the Palatinate, Saxony, Branderburg and Bavaria, 
have fince undergone a Partition : In Effect, our An- 
Ceftors could not eafily accuftlom themfelves to a Privi- 
Jege, which they judged to be incompatible with that 
equal Tendernefs, which Parents ought to have for all 
their Children ; and what Didacus Savedra and Fofinerus 
have faid of the Ufefulnefs of Indivifibility, has not 
been much approv’d of. 

It is no new Thing, it is true, for the Princes of the 
the Houfe of Auftria, to pretend to Privileges and Pre- 
rogatives, which are not enjoyed by any other: but by 
endeavouring tq fortify their Pretenfions againfi al! ot 
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tacks, they have furnifhed Weapons againft themfelves. 
How many are there of thofe innumerable Privileges 
infifled upon by the Houfe of Aufiria, which owe their 
Origin to the fruitful Partiality of their Lawyers, and 
have gained what Credit they have only from the 
Weaknefs or Ignorance of their Opponents? Of this 
Sort, for Example, is that Conftitution pretended to 
have been made by Frederick. at Ratisbon, in the Year 
1156, by which the Auftrians have thought they could 
prove the Right of Indivifibility, and the Right of Pri- 
mogeniture even among the Daughters of their Houfe, 
Of this pretended Conftitution thefe are the Words: 

Inter Duces Auftrie qui Senior fuerit Dominium habeat 
ditte Terra, ad cujus etiam Seniorem filium Fure Haredi- 
zario deducatur, &c. 

Nee Ducatus Auftria ullo unquam Tempore divifionis ali- 
cujus fufcipiat Seétionem, &c. 

Et fi Dux Auftria fine harede filio decefferit, idem Du- 
catus ad feniorem filiam quam reliquerit devolvatur. 

But this Piece has been taken Notice of but by a few 
Authors, and even they have given us but a fhort Ex- 
traét thereof: On the other hand, there are a thoufand 
Fa&s and Circumftances in the Hiftory of thofe Times, 
which furnifh us with almoft certain Demonftrations 
againft the Truth of this Aét, and make us judge that 
the fame was invented long after, when the Views of 
the Houfe of Auffria, by being more enlarged, came to 
ftand in need of the Affiftance of fome Authorities mask’d 
under the Refemblance of Truth. Thefe Fa&s and Cir- 
‘eumtlances muft be referved for a Treatife much larger 
than the prefent Defign. 

But even, fuppofing, for the prefent, that Piece to 
be genuine, what Inference can from thence be drawn 
in Favour of the Pragmatick Sanélion? Let us take this 
A& of 1156 in its moft extenfive Senfe, it can relate 
only to what is properly called Aduftria, and not to any 
even of thofe neighbouring States which have fince been 
united thereto. That A& cannot be fuppofed to affes&t 
thofe Re-unions, which indeed might happen, but which 
could not then be imagined or forefeen. What we have 
now faid is further confirmed by what has happened 
even in our Days, with refpe& to the Order of Succef- 
fion in the Houfe of Auftria. That A&t of 1156, was 
really no ways confidered upon the Extin&tion of the 
Male Heirs of the Family of Babenberg, becaule Rudulph, 
Earl of Hepsbourgh, fucceeded preferable to the furvi- 
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ving Daughters of that Houfe ; and from that Time 
to the Time of Frederick HII. it is certain, that the 
Right of Primogeniture has never once taken Place. 

The Emperor Maximilian I. and King Ferdinand the 
Catholick, defigned to make a Partition of their Eftatcs 
between the two Brothers, Charles and Ferdinand. 
Charles V. yielded to his Brother all his Auffrian Eltates 
in Germany, and it was but by Piece-meal that the 
Crowns of Hungary and Bohemia were united upon his 
Head. 

A Partition was made among the three Daughters of 
Ferdinand 1, When Maximilian U1. married his Daughter 
to Philip II. King of Spain, fhe made a Renunciation in 
Favour of his three Brothers, Rudolph, Matthias, and 
Albert, without any Mention of a Right of Primogeni- 
ture as to them. 

The Family Compa& made between Pailip III. King 
of Spain, and Ferdinard Arch-Duke of Stiria ; in thort, 
the Partition fince made between Ferdinand and his 
Brother Leopold, are fo many recent Proofs, that the 
Eftates of the Houfe of uffria have not enjoyed the 
Benefit or Right of Indivifibility ; and that as to this 
Matter, the moft partial Authors in Favour of that 
Houfe, have no Pretence for oppofing the firft Pofition 
laid down in this Differtation. Let us add yet ene other 
Argument to which no Reply can be made. 

If thefe pretended Privileges had been well founded, 
what Neceflity would there have been for thofe Renun- 
ciations, which among others were made by the Arch- 
dutcheffes Daughters of the Emperor Fo/eph ? A Renun- 
ciation always fuppofes a Title according to Law: 
Renunciatio habet tacitam Furis fuccedendi agnitionem. Sv 
much Precaution would have been fuperfluous. And the 
Ceremony with which the Renunciations of the fore- 
faid two Archducheffes were made, is it not, upon the 
other Hand, a tacit Acknowledgment that they were ta- 
king a Step contrary to the Order of Succeflion efta- 
blifhed in the Houfe of dAuffria, viz. the Right of 
Partition ? 

But fuppofe this Pofition could be attack’d by any 
fubtile Diflinétion, can the Teftimony of the Treaties 
of Raftadt and Bavaria be withftood ? By thefe Treaties 
the Netherlands are yielded to the Emperor, to Ze 
polfeffed according to the Order of Succeffion eftablifhed in 
the Houfe of Auflria, and the States of Nap'es and Milan 
so be polfelfcd as in the Time of Charles EH. of Spain. 
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Does not this Diflin&tion and Diverfity make a full 
Proof, that at that Time there was no Order of Succeffion 
eftablifhed in the Houfe of Auffria that was uniform 
and common among all the Parts of their Dominions ? 
Does not the Emperor himfelf feem to have acknow- 
Jedged it, by accepting of a Ceffion made to him upon 
fuch different Terms, and which were diametrically 
oppofite to the Settlement he had made with regard to 
his own Houfe. But thefe very Treaties fhall be exa- 
mined more at length in the following Part of this 
Treatife, our Defign here was only to give a new De- 
monftration of what we have advanced, from a publick 
A& of ourown Days. 

The Advocates for the Houfe of Aufiria will without 
doubt ask, if the Novelty of this Settlement be any 
Reafon ior rejecting or condemning it, and will com- 
plain, that we feem to intend as if we would diveft the 
Serene Houfe of Auftria of the Power of fettling that 
Right of Primogeniture in their Family, which is al- 
ready eftublifhed in all the illuftrious Families of Ger- 
many. This Complaint is certainly ill founded, becaufe 
we have no fuch Intention. We know that the Princes 
of the Empire have, with the Confent of the Empe- 

ror and Empire, fuch a Power ; we will 
* Tiragnellus, even embrace the Opinion of thofe Law- 
Beftius, Mi- yers * who fay that Women are capable 
derus. of exercifing a territorial Power; and 

confequently we agree, that upon this 
Foundation the Right of Primogeniture may be eftablith- 
ed in Favour of Females; but let us acknowledge at 
Jeatt there is no Example in the Empire of any fuch 
Right of Primogeniture; and from this Acknowledg- 
ment, which no Man can refufe, let us proceed to make 
a fecond Kemark; which is, that this Settlement, the 
more it is new, and even contrary to the Opinion of the 
great Lawyers, who look upon Divifibility as neceffary 
and convenient, wien Effates are far diftant from one ano- 
ther, the more maturely it ought to be confidered, and 
the feveral real and perfonal Interefis examined by the 
Rules of Equity ; we ought to judge of it with the more 
Rigour; and this we may do without injuring the Imperial 
Dignity, which ought always to be the Buckler of Juftice. 

It is then upon this Bafis, and without any Defign of 
attacking the Imperial Dignity, or of confining it with- 
in too narrow Bounds, that we-fhall proceed to examine 
the fecond Pofition, 
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That fuch a Regulation as what we are now treating 
of may be valid, it is neceffary, 1ft, That it be not 
contrary to any Law. dly, That it be made with 
the Confent of all the Parties any Way interefted therein. 
gdly, That the Subjetts and Provincial Communities 
confirm it by an Oath. 4thly, Laftly, That the Empe- 
ror confirm it by affixing his Seal thereunto. 

It is not to be doubted but that the Laws, Rights, and 
Privileges of the States belonging to the Houle of du- 

Jéria are contrary to the Settlement made by the Prag- 
matick Sanction, and confequently that Settlement is 
faulty even in the very firft Point ; which fhakes it 
even to the Foundation. Let us take a View of the dif- 
ferent States pofleffed by the Houfe of Aufiria. 

As to Aufiria, we fhall not talk of 
the Territory of Auftria, properly fo Auftria, 
called, or at leaft we fhall agree, that fince 
the Emperor may look upon it as the Inheritance of 
his Anceftors, he may, as abfolute Matter, difpofe thereof, 
according to his own Liking ; but for thofe Reafons we 
have before advanced upon our mentioning the A& of 
1156, the fame Judgment cannot be formed with Re- 
gard to Carinthia, Tirol, and that Part of Swadia which 
came not to the Poffeffor of Auftria,. but upon different 
Conditions, and by Virtue of different Titles, as may 
be eafily proved from the Hiftory of each of thofe 
Eftates. 

With Regard to Bohemia, the Enquiry Bohemia. 
cannot certainly be favourable to the 
Views of the Emperor. For confidering it only as an 
Ele&torate, it can never be fubje&ted to the Law of Primo- 
geniture as to Heirs Female, but only as to Male Heirs, as 
all the other Ele&torates are by Virtue of the Golden Bulls 
eonfequently in cafe of the Emperor’s Death without 
Male Heirs, it will become a vacant Fief of the Empire, 
‘ and cannot be difpofed of but with the-Confent and 
Approbation of all the Members of the Germanick Body. 
If we confider itas a Kingdom, we fhall find, that it is 
a State which has in all Ages had a Right to choofe its 
own Mafter, which Right bas been often acknowledged 
by the Emperors, and among others, there is one very 
authentick Acknowledgment thereof in the Golden bull, 
Chap. 7. Seét. 8. notwithftanding that the Authors who 
are Partifans of the Houfe of Auftria have endeavourcd 
to give a quite different, but a conftrained Turn to this 
Chapter ; and that Kingdom has often exercifed this 
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Right, contrary to the Inclinations and Intentions of 
the Princes of the Houfe of Auftria, who in former 
Ages, as may be obferved, addreffed themfelves to the 
Affembly of the States of Bohemia only by Petitions and 
Recommendations. 

It is true, that the Houfe of Auftria ever fince the 
Revolution, compleated by the unlucky Affair of Prague, 
have pretended that the People of Bohemia have forfeited 
all their Privileges: But can it in good Earneft be 
fuppofed, that an Event purely accidental, which fell 
out at a Time when the whole Empire was in Combu- 
ftion, and was even occafioned, as we may very well 
fay, by the Conduét of thofe put in Authority by the 
Princes of the Houfe of Auffria, can be capable of abo- 
lifhing and deftroying Rights fo ancient as thofe of the 
Kingdom of Bohemia, and which have been confirmed by 
a conftant and unvaried Cuftom? Can one fuppofe, with 
any Shew of Juftice, that from thence Bohemia is be- 
come Jegally an Inheritance of the Houfe of Auftria, 
and that upon the Failure of Heirs Male of that Family, 
the States of Bohemia ought not ure Poftliminii to enter 
upon the Enjoyment of the Privilege they have of raifing 
to the Throne which-ever of the Auftrian Princeffes they 
fhall think fit ? Nothing is more unjuft than to think of 
determining their Choice, and nothing wil! be more con- 
trary to Reafon than to look upon as fufficient a Confent 
which has been or may be wretled from the States of 
Bohemia by the Authority of the Emperor. 

For in Effeét, who can believe that thofe States dare 
fhew the leaft Oppofition to whatever the Emperor re- 
quires of them? And yet can we fay that they have by 
any voluntary Aé&t whatever fubmitted to the Condition 
of being an Inheritance of the Auftrian Family? This is 
neverthelefs the only Thing that can make us fuppofe 
that the Fief has changed its Nature, and even this 
would not be a fufficient and full Proof. We muft 
therefore conclude, that nothing is more contrary than 
the Pragmatick Sanétion is to the real Nature and funda- 
mental Conftitution of the Kingdom of Bohemia. 

As to Milag within that Dutchy we 

Milan. have always feen the General Lineal Suc- 

ceflion obferved, and though the Auftri- 
ans maintain, that the Ceffation of the Rights of Mary 
Therefe, as to which the 30th Article of the Treaty of 
Baden may be looked upon as a Renunciation, has 
made the Rights of Mary the Grandmother of Charles V4. 
C revive, 
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revive, which would be a great Queflion in Law; yet 
it is no lefs true, that the Dutchy of Milan is a great 
Fief of the Empire, and that it is comprehended in the 
Engagement which the Emperor has entred into by his 
Capitulation, Article 11. By which he engages To re+ 
unite all fuch Fiefs to the Body of the Empire for the Sup- 
port of the Imperial Dignity, &c. But can it be fup- 
pofed, that the Renunciation made by France can pre- 
judice the Rights of the Empire, or that the Empire 
by its general Ratification of that Treaty defigned to 
give up any Right, or that fuch a Ratification without 
a formal Claufe for that Purpofe can extinguilh an ex- 
prefs Engagement contained in the Imperial Capitula- 
tion ? Befides, it muft be acknowledged that we are moft 
ftrangely and monftroufly in the Dark with refpe&t to 
the true State of the Fief of Milan. We are ignorant 
whether the Emperor has taken the Inveftiture to him- 
felf, or given it to his Daughter: If we fuppofe the 
laft Cafe, it would be another great Abfurdity, becaufe 
there is no one Example in the Empire of fuch a Fief’s 
having been given or promifed to one under Age; it 
would be even contrary to the Cuftoms of the Dutchy 
of Milan, which do not admit that a Stranger fhould 
become the Sovereign of that Dutchy, fo that in fuch 
a Cafe they would have a Right to demand of the Em- 
peror, whom he propofed to take for his Son-in-law, 
to the End that they might be in a Condition of form- 
ing a Judgment: Num Maritus fit feudi capax ? How 
many Lawyers are there who lay it down asa Maxim, 
and prove it by a great many Examples, thai a Princefs 
neither can nor ought to determine herfelf in the 
Choice of her Husband without confulting the Affem- 
bly of the States of her Country? Such as Betfius, 
Milerus, Arnifeus, Befoldus, &c. So that with Regard 
to the Dutchy of Milan, the Pragmatick Santtion is an 
A& of Violence, the Irregularity of which is no ways 
amended by the Steps taken for having the Confent of 
the Empire, becaufe the Law having been firft made 
Proprio Motu, there could be no other Defign in it, but 
to force and compel the Germanick Body, and even their 
acquiefcing would correét but imperfectly this funda- 
mental Defe&t in the Pragmatick Sanftion, Regularly 
then, and according to the Caroline Capitulation, the 
Dutchy of Milan ought to go to him, who, after the 
Emperor’s Death, without Heirs Male, thall be crown- 
ed Emperor of Germany. Would the Emperor by this 
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Settlement infinuate, that the Husband of his Daugh- 
ter fhould have a Right to that Crown? No, one cannot 
believe, that that Prince would fhew to the Empire, 
beforehand, the Chains which he was preparing for 
them. We mutft here take Notice of a Story related by 
Goldaftus. It is the Anfwer which Maximilian made to 
Louis X11, who was endeavouring to make good the 
Right he had to the Milanefe, viz. Louis cannot, ace 
cording to the Laws and Cuftoms of the Empire, be the 
Heir to the Milanefe, for the Fiefs of the Empire never 
go to Females. 





There will alfo be more than one Ob- 
Naples and je&tion to be made with Regard to the 
Sicily. two Sicilies. There is no doubt but that 
the Emperor has failed in his Duty to- 
wards the Pope in fome effential Points, and in a Man- 
ner, which ftrifly fpeaking, would annul the Imperial 
Settlement, fince it- muft be difobliging to the Court 
of Rome, which has a Right to infift upon being ad- 
vifed with before any Difpofition fhould be made of a 
Fief holden of the Holy See. . So that tho” the Germanick 
Body may not dire&tly have any Complaint to make, 
yet furely a falfe Step, which may fome Day or ano- 
ther be fo juflly refented by the Holy See, is a firong 
Reafon for them not to charge themfelves with a Gua- 
vanty contra quofeunque. And this Refentment would 
cemey have broke out before now, if the Imperial 
ower in Italy, as well as in other Places, did not flop 
the Mouth of every one that has Reafon to open againft 
thofe Impofitions, to which only that Power owes its 
Support, and not to the Juftice of its Pretenfions. 
It would be eafy to make it as clear as 

Hungary. | Sun-fhine, that the Hungarians have al- 

ways had a Right of Ele&ting their Kings, 
and that there has been no Artifice left unemployed, 
from Time to Time, for effacing the leaft Mark of this 
Privilege. But thefe Efforts have all been in vain 3 
Hiftory is full of Faéts which prevent our forgetting a 
Truth that has always been troublefome to the Houfe 
of Auftria. : 

The Regulation that was made by King Andrew in 
the Year 1222, is one of the moft authentick Docu- 
ments of the Privileges of the States of Hungary. He 
thereby declared, That the States fhould for ever have 
the Privilege of a free Ele&tion; he added thereto onby 
ene Claufe which is of Importance enough to be in- 
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ferted here, Quod fi vero nos vel aliquis Succefforum No- 
Strorum aliquo unquam tempore huic di/pofitioni nofire con- 
tra ire voluerit, liberam habeant harum Autoritate, fine 
nota alicujus Infidelitatis, tam Epifcopi quam alii ‘fobagi- 
ones ac Nobiles univerfi & finguli prafentes 3 futuri pofte- 
rique, refiftendi &3 contradicendi Nobis & Noftris /ucce(fo- 
ribus, in perpetuum Fatultatem. As this Declaration is 
the moft folid Support of the Hungarian Privileges, the 
Auftrians in Support of, or at Jeaft to give Calour to 
their Pretenfions, adduce the Decree of the States of 
Presburg in the Year 1687. The tumultuous and ille- 
gal Manner in which that Decree was obtained, may 
furnihh fufficient Reafons for defeating the Validity 
thereof: But without undertaking fo tedious an En- 
quiry, it is fuficient to make it appear that the Au- 
firians are ill founded, when they pretend, that the 
Decree of 1687, entirely deftroys what is eflablifhed 
by that of 1222, relating to a free Eleftion. In Effe&t, 
the Decree of 1687 does not really deftroy any Thing, 
but the Claufe, Quod fi vero nos, becaufe it appeared 
contrary to the Dignity of a Sovereign, and was liable 
to many Inconveniencies. In:the third Article of this 
Jaft Decree, the Emperor Leopold promifes in his own 
Name, and in the Name of the King of Spain, and 
all. the Heirs Male of the Houfe of Aufiria, That the 
Order of Succeffion in the Terms of Art. 31. of the De- 
cree of -1222- fhall be obferved in Cafe of Failure of 
Heirs Male. 

The Emperor Fo/eph himfelf, when he took the Oaths 
as King of Hungary, promifed in the moft formal Man- 
ner, to obferve the faid Decree of King Andrew, ex- 
cept only that Claufe in the 31ft Article, which begins 
with the Words, Quod fi vero nes, and ends with thofe 
Words, in perpetuum facultatem. 

Is not that Part of the Emperor Yo/feph’s Oath a 
-Confequence of Leopold's Declaration before mentioned ? 
and can any one better defcribe the true Extent of 
the Engagements which the Kings of Hungary are fubjec& 
to and ought to perform? So that in all this there 
is nothing contrary to the Freedom of Eleétion, at 
Jeaft upon the Failure of Heirs Male in the Houfe of 
Auftria. 

* This Truth is clearly demonftrated by the Declara- 
tion which the Affembly of the States at Presurg made 
in 1687, Art.2, 3. Thefe are the Terms ; 
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Si in vecolendam Memoriam beneficiorum quod [ua Cafarea 
Majeftas immanem Chriftiani Nominis hoftem a dulciffima 
patria propulfaverit, illos & non alios pro Regidus fuis 
hareditavios in perpetuum habituros efJe quam eos, qui ex 
propriis alte memoraté fue Cafarea & Regia Majeftatis 
Lumbis defcendent mafculos primogenitos 3 haredes jure 
primogeniture €3 Sanguinis fidi in infinitum fuccedentes. 

Quod fi vero ejufdem Majeftatis Cafaree Semen mafcu- 
linum deficere contingeret, ex tunc fuccedat in Regnum 
Hungaria © Partes eidem annexas Sereniffimi Hifpaniarum 
Regis Domini Caroli Il, ordine Primogeniture mafcula 
progenies. 

But this is not all, they afterwards forefaw what 
would happen in cafe of no Male Heirs of either 
Branch: And therefore it is added in fuch Cafe. 

Tune avita & vetus approdata Confuetudo in Eleétione 
Regum fuum Locum habeat @ ad Mentem, Art.31. de 
Anno 1222, obfervetur. 

What can be more clear than this Regulation, which 
provides for every Cafe that could be forefeen by hu- 
man Prudence. Could they imagine that any of the 
Succeffors would undertake to make a contrary Regu- 
lation ? If that had been poffible, would the Affembly 
of the States of Presdurg of 1687, ever have confented 
to the Suppreflion of the Claufe Quod fi vero nos? They 
depended upon the Faith of the Houfe of ujtria, from 
whom they at that Time received fo many reiterated 
Affurances of Sincerity. 

It cannot be faid that thefe People have forfeited all 
their Privileges by the Revolts and Civil Broils which 
have been in Hungary. Let us fuppofe for once, that 
thefe Malcontents were in the Fault. Is there any 
Rule in the Law of Nations, or any Opinion of Lawyers, 
which can give any Foundation for maintaining that a 
whole Nation ought to be punifhed for the Crime of 
a Few? This would be too monftrous a fort of Law. 
Befides, did not the Emperor Leopo/d himfelf, in the 
Year 1687, grant a full Pardon to Tekeli, and all his 
Party? Did not the Emperor now upon the Throne, 
after the Troubles which happened in Hungary, even 
in this Age, grant a general’ Amnefty to the Malcontents 
of that Country, dated May +7, 17113 and did he not, 
at the fame Time, confirm the Privileges of that Na- 
tion on the following Terms: 

Regni Hungaria & Tranfylvania juridus, Libertatibus 
© Imminitatibus inviolate @ fantte confirmatis, 
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It was only in Confideration of this Covenant Sine 
qua non, that the Malcontents took the Oath of Fidelity, 
the Terms of which it is proper to relate, 

Poftquam Sacratiffima fua Majeftas Regni Hungarie 3 
Tranfylvania Jura, Lezes & Libertates, tam in Politicis 
quam in Ecclefiafticis, per fe, fuofque Succeffores Sankta 
confervanda promiferit, Ego juro per Deum vivum. 

In this Cafe there does not remain fo much as that 
unjuft Pretext which wicked Counfellors may have 
fometimes firggefted to their Mafters, That no Prince 
can be bound by the Engagements of his Predeceffor. 
It is the Emperor now reigning that bound himfelf, 
or that has taken upon him all the Engagements of his 
Predeceffors. Whatfoever perfonal Intereft the Empe- 
ror may have for making fo new a Settlement, can there 
be any Reafon for the States of Hungary to deprive them- 
felves of a Privilege fo ancient and fo authentick ? 
And the Emperor, if he be rightly advifed, can he 
expect that thefe ancient Privileges will not fome 
Time or another be powerfully fet up againft the Exe- 
cution of a Pragmatick Sanétion, which reduces that 
great Kingdom to the Form of a fimple u/frian 
Province ? 

This Subje& is inexhauftible, but we are refolved to 
confine thefe our firft Reflef&tions within narrow Bounds. 
We muft therefore here content ourfelves with fhewing, 
by a fhort Sketch, the true State of the Cafe. 

We fhall not even enter into any of 
the Particulars relating to the Nether- Netherlands. 
lands, but only take Notice how fingu- 
lar it is to fee,the Order of Succefion, which was efta- 
blifhed by Charles V. which has been obferved for fo 
many Years, which the Emperor now reigning has 
himfelf acknowledged ; and according to which, the Ne- 
therlands were yielded to him by the Treaties of Rafladt 
and Baden. It is fngular, we fay, to fee this Order of 
Succeffion quite altered on a fudden. For it cannot be 
fuppofed, that any of the Articles of thefe Treaties re- 
lating to the Refignation of thofe Countries, can imply 
a tacit Acknowledgment of the Pragmatick Sanétion, be- 
caufe it was made a few Months before the Conclufion 
of thofe Treatics. The Pragmatick Sanftion was a Pri- 
vate Family Compaé&t, unknown at that Time, and of 
which they did not fo much as dare to fpeak ; and it 
cannot well be conceived how the Emperor could pre- 
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tend, or hope to reconcile two Things fo contrary the 
one to the other. 

By this fhort Account it may fuficiently appear, that 
this new Pragmatick Sanition is contrary to, and incon- 
fifient with the Laws, the Cuftoms, the Ufages and the 
Privileges of almoft every one of thofe Eftates, which 
are in the Poffeflion of the Emperor. 

One of the neceffary Conditions for rendring the 
Pagmatick Santiion of any Force is, the Confent of all 
Parties that may have any Intereft therein. We do not 
propofe fo much as to touch upon the Validity of thofe 
Renunciations that are known, fuch as thofe of the 
Archdutchefs’s Daughters of the Emperor Fo/eph. We 
mutt have a Veneration for fuch, in order not to over- 
turn the prefent Syflematical State of Europe. 

But can any fuch Renunciation be of any Force a- 
gainft the Right of a third Party? Even the moft exact 
Obfervance of them does not at all infure the Succefs 
of the Emperor’s Defigns. 

It is not enough to have the Confent of fome of the 
Parties ; the Confent of all is necefflary. The Confent, 
even of the prefent Emperor’s youngeft Daughter, is 
neceffary ; but that Princefs is under Age, and there 
are innumerable Examples, where the Aulick Council, 
under the Authority of the Emperors, have refufed to 
confirm Settlements of Primogeniture, when there were 
Perfons concerned who were not of Age to give their 
Confent ; there are even few or no Examples of any 
Settlements of Primogeniture that have taken Place 
while there were any Infants concerned ; or at leaft, in 
fuch Cafe the Rule has been to name Guardians, who 
might engage for the Infants; and promife, upon Oath, 
an A& of Confirmation as foon as the Infants came of 
Age. Yet it does not appear, that in this prefent Cafe, 
they have obferved any of thofe Formalities. 

Any Renunciation that may have been made by the 
Queen of Portugal, who was married before the Prag- 
matick Sanétion was made, cannot be fufficient for an- 
fwering all that is neceffary upon her Part to be done 
for confirming the Pragmatick Sanétion, fince no Renun- 
ciation can ever be interpreted to be a dire&t Confent to 
what does not then exift. Then the Confent of all the 
Children born of that Marriage is in this Cafe indifpen- 
fably neceffary ; and we may venture to fay, that the 
Empire cannot, without a very great Risk, nor without 
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authorizing, in fome Manner, a Preach of the Contftitu- 
tion, Guaranty the Pragmatick Sanftion as long as there 
wants any neceffary Step for making it legal. 

After the Confent of all the principal Parties interefted 

— is obtained, it is neceffary to have that of the Subjects 
and Provincial Affembles of every Part of the Au/trian 
Dominions, which is the third Condition we have laid 
down as neceflary and indifpenfable. 

Among others, the Example of RudolphI. and Mat- 
thias, fhews what we fay to be true. The laft, particu- 
larly, when he refigned Auftria to his Uncle Ferdinand, 
would he have asked or fought after the Confent of the 
Provincial Affemblies of 4uffria, if there had been no 
real Obligation upon him to do fo? 

And this is ftill more necefflary in a Country where 
there is an Affembly of States poffeffed of a Legiflative 
Power, and of a Part of the Supreme Authority. Such 
are Bohemia ana Hungary. 

We muft however acknowledge, that this is one of 
the Points of this Differtation in which the Au/trians 
have the greateft Appearance of Advantage, becaufe 
they will maintain that to be a free Confent, which has 
nothing elfe but the outward Appearance of Liberty, 
being at the Bottom only the Effect of an abfolute Au- 
thority, which none of the Parties concerned durft open- 
ly oppofe. But even as to the Confent, after what has 
been faid as to the Point of Law, can it be believed, 
that the Parties interefied have neglefted the only Re- 
medy which they can have, and are in Equity intitled 
to againft Oppreffion and Power ? We mean that of Pro- 
tefting. We know that there have been a great many 
Protefts made in Hungary, and it can hardly be doubted 
but that the fame Remedy has been made uf of in 
other Places. Though there is not now any publick 
Proof thereof, yet it may in Time become manifeft ; 
but then it may unluckily happen to be too late for 
thofe who have had the Complaifance and Weaknefs to 
huddle Things up in the Dark. 

But is the Emperor in a Condition to produce before 
the Dyet a Confent, Jet it be of what Kind it will, from 
every. one of the different Parts of his Dominions? Can 
the Dyet difpenfe with the Requiring to fee the Docu- 
ments of fuch Confents, or if in this any Thing be neg 
le&ted by the Dyet, will it not be a new Proof of the 
Influence of Authority, and at the fame Time a Defegt 
which may afterwards be a. hold of by thofe who

are rigid Explainers of the Law, and infift upon it 
that in fuch Cafes every Thing ought rigoroully to be 
obferved ? 

Laftly, it is neceflary to have Letters of Confirmation 
from the Emperor and from the Empire. This is a 
Principle that arifes from the conftant Ufage of the Em- 
pire. Two of the moft famous, are thofe of the Houfes 
of Heffe and Brunfwick. But here a Queftion may be 
ftarted, to wit; Whether the Emperor has any Occafion 
for fuch a Confirmation, becaufe he himfelf, together 
with the Empire, is the Difpenfer of all Favours to 
others ? We muft here return to the Principle we have 
before eftablifhed, that in the prefent Cafe the Emperor 
ought to be looked on as a Member of the Empire, and 
depending upon the Determinations thereof, feparately 
and abftraftedly from the Quality he has as Chief of the 
Empire. Was not the Emperor Frederick III. obliged 
to ask of the Empire, a Confirmation of fome Privileges 
in Favour of: feveral Princes of his own Family? It 
may here even be asked, if the Emperor can be a Judge 
in hisown Caufe, and if his Vote in any Cafe of this 
Nature be of any Significancy ? There has been a Time 
when one might have ventured to bring this Point into 
Doubt, and there are even Examples, where the Bo- 
hemian V ote has been excluded, when any Perfonal Affair 
of the Emperor’s was in, Queftion. Now-a-days one 
can hardly expeét to fee any true and fulid Principles 
prevail in fuch an Affair ; but before the Empire has 
decided and given their A&t of Confirmation, we muft 
lay before them a Queftion in Law, which Ludolph, one 
of the moft famous German Lawyers, propofes to him- 
felf in his Treatife of Primogeniture, Of two Brothers, 
fays he, who are poffeJed of different Eftates, one dies 
without Children; his Eftate goes to the other 5 ought fuck 
Fffates, after the Death of the laft Brother, to go to the 
Eldeft of the Children, or ought they to be divided among 
them ? 

This Learned Lawyer decides, That if thefe united 
Fftates have been before feparately poffefJed, and the Union 
be not made with all the Forms neceffary in the Rigour of: 
Law for making them one Inheritance, they muft of new be 





divided among all thofe who have an equal Right, and tie: 


Eldeft cannot juftly pretend to exclude the younger Children. 
So that an accidental Union ought not to alter the Nature 


of Fiefs, it would be doing an Injury to them, becaufe - 


it would be putting them under a Sort of Reciprocal 
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Servitude, which would affect the Independency of each 
of them. Grotius is of the fame Opinion, in his Trea- 
tife of the Law of Nature and Nations, Book XII. Chup. 
ix. Seét. g. . 

Let us now come to the Application. The Eftates of 
Auftria have been paft Memory of Man, as we have 
made appear, fubje&t toa Partition, and even in our 
Days we have feen a Partition made of the moft of thofe 
Eftates, which are now re-united in the Perfon of 
Charles V1. This then is exactly the fame with the 
State of the Cafe in the Decifion which we have now 
related. 

If there now remained any great Men, fuch as Lu- 
dolph and Grotius, they would make no Doubt of deci- 
ding in Favour of the Right of Partition, as being more 
conform to the Purity of the Law, and more agreeable 
to the Maxims of Equity. In fhort, it is not to be 
doubted, but that the Empire, of whom fo dangerous 
an Engagement is required, is ignorant who is to be the 
Son-in-Law whom the Emperor is to chufe for the 
eldeft of the Archdutcheffes his Daughters, and confe- 
quently, whether that Son-in-Law be capable of poflef- 
fing a Fief of the Empire: Num fit Foudorum Gapax, as 
we have before faid. This, then; is not an equal De- 
mand. To endeavour to obtain a Guaranty, when the 
Confequences thereof depend fo much upon the Choice 
of a Prince for whom a Determination is foliciting to 
the Prejudice of the Ufages, the Laws and Cuftoms of 
Germany, {eems to be pufhing the Imperial Authority 
a little too far. 

The Emperor’s Demand does, indeed, feem to require 
the moft ferious Attention. The Guaranty contra quofcun- 
que is of a prodigious Extent. It is a Demand that the 
Empire fhould determine againft the Right of a third 
Party, a Thing contrary to that Rule of Law which 
even the Emperor has taken fo much Care to obferve, 
that in all the Decrees made by him, by virtue of his 
own Authority fingly, or by virtue of his Authority 
joined with that of the Empire, there is a formal Pro- 
vifion always made by a faving Claufe in favour of the 
Right of all thitd Parties: A Claufe, however, which 
the Emperor does not now incline to admit of in the 
Refolution of the Empire, Gleichs Gutachten, becaule, 
though it is generally a Menace againft fuch third Par-~ 
ties, yet it would contain a Sort of Referve, which is 
always agreeable to Juflice, but not aé all te the prefent 
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Views of the Court of Vienna, This Demand feems to 
be as if it were intended to make the Subjeéts to take up 
Arms againft one another, and to entail a Bloody War 
upon the Empire, which is contrary to one of the 
Claufes of the fourth Article of this prefent Emperor’s 
Capitulation. 

What Right has the Empire by their Decifion ta 
take away the Privileges of States, which, tho’ they 
now belong to a German Prince, and to the Head of the 
Empire, may one Day, by an Effeét of their natural 
Liberty, have nothing further to do with Germany? 
And have not thefe States good Reafon to complain, 
when they fee the Germanick Body arrogate to itfelf a 
chimerical Right, and fet itfelf up as Judge in Matters 
which are no way under its Jurifdidtion. 

The Pragmatick Sanftion, as to fome of its Confequen- 
¢es, is as much contrary to the 2d, as to the s1th Arti- 
cle of the prefent Emperor’s Capitulation, 

The Treaties which the Emperor has made with fo- 
reign Powers for guarantying the Pragmatick Santtion, 
are contrary to the fixth Article of his faid Capitulation, 
wiz. That the Emperor hall make no Treaty to the Preju- 
dice of the Empire ; what can be more to the Prejudice 
of the Empire, than to fee an Order of Succeffion efta- 
blithed by foreign Treaties, before the Empire itfelf has 
determin’d any Way therein, nay, before it has been fo 
ynuch as confulted upon the Head ? 

The fame Guaranty may embroil the Empire with 
fome of the Great Powers of Europe ; for the Tranquil- 
lity of the Empire, is founded upon the Obfervance of 
the Treaty of Baden. The exaét Obfervance of Trea- 
ties is in a great Meafure, and in moft Cafes, to be de- 
termin’d by the Manner in which People conform them- 
felves to that Spirit which is the Bafis of the Treaty, 
But it is certain, that the fpirit which appears to have 
been the Bafis of the Treaty of Baden, does not fuppofe 
fuch a general Order of Succeffion as is now about to be 
eftablifh’d, fince there are two Orders of Succeflion im- 
ply’din that Treaty. This is then a Defign to change 
the Syitem of Europe, for the eftablifhing of which, 
that Treaty was negotiated and concluded. We were 
by our Ratification, contrafting Parties therein. How 
can we give any Countenance to fo evident and confide- 
rable an Alteration of the Treaty, without expofing 
ourfelves to the Refentment of the French, who in fuch 
Cafe would have Reafon to demand Satisfaftion ? Would 
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not any Alteration upon our Part be the fame Thing, as 
if France or Spain fhould take any Meafures for changing 
that Syftem of Succeflions, which has been thought ne- 
ceflary, and which paved the Way for re-eftablifhing the 
Peace of Europe, and for putting an End to a bloody and 
deftru&tive War ? 

The Emperor, upon the like Occafion, would not fail 
to reprefent to us, that the Syftem of Europe was over- 
turn’d, and to excite us againft an Alteration made con- 
trary to the Spirit of Treaties : Is it proper for us to 
give fo dangerous an Example ? In Place of giving our 
Affiftance, ought we not to make our humble Remon- 
ftrances to his Imperial Majefty, and can he difpenfe 
with giving an Ear to our juit Apprehenfions ? 

Ought not the Experience of what is paft, make us 
confider well our own Intereft ? Have we not feen the 
Emperor Charles V. prepare the Way towards getting his 
Brother Ferdinand crown’d King of the Romans, by re- 
figning to him the German Eftates belonging to the Houfe 
of Auftria 2? Could the Meafures taken, or the Oppoli- 
tion made by our Anceftors, prevent the Succefs of 
Charles the Fifth’s Defigns ? Ought we not to be afraid 
left our Guaranty may open the Way to a fecond Exam- 
ple of the like Nature ? and can we expeét to be heard, 
when we claim a Compliance with that Article of this 
Emperor’s Capitulation, by which it is faid, That with- 
out Neceffity no King of the Romans /hall be made ? Mores 
over, @harles V. had a Pretence which the prefent Em- 
peror has not, that is to fay, the Care he then had of the 
Government of Spain, which might divert that which he 
ought to have had for the Government of the Empire. 

Are we ignorant of the Fate of Teftaments or Settle- 
ments relating to Matters of fuch Confequence? The 
exhaufting almoft all the States of Ewrote affurds us 
every Day a melancholy Reflexion thereupon. Will 
our Acceffion put any Stop to thofe, who when the Cafe 
happens, may refolve to fet up Pretenfions which they 
fhall look upon to be well founded? Why thould we 
make ourfelves Parties in an Affair whofe Confequen- 
ces we do not know, or rather, whofe Confequences 
appear to be too confiderable ? Let us put up our moft 
fincere Prayers to God for the Prefervation of the pre- 
fent Emperor, but Jet us leave to Providence the Care 
of fo great Events. All our Forefight is of no Ufe 
with refpe&t to the Immutability of his Defigns. Let 
us therefore delay determining ourfelves, ’till the Cir- 
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cumftances of Affairs will admit of our determining, 
that what we do is done for the Welfare, the Tranquilli- 
tv, the Happinefs, and the Glory of our dear native 
Country. 





Another material Occurrence in the Empire is the 
Perfecution of the poor Proteftants in the Dominions of 
the Arohbifhop of Saltzdurgh ; concerning which it will: 
be proper to lay before the Reader the two following 
original Papers; which give the beft Account of what 
is faid by both Parties thereupon. 


The Archbofhop of Saltzburgh’s DECREE for ex- 
pelling his Proteftant Subjeéts. 


We. Leopold, by the Grace of God Archbifhop of 
Salixburzh, Legate of the Holy See, Apoftolical 
and Primate of Germany, Gc. to all our Vice-Deans, 
Bailiffs, Provofts, Governours, their Subftitutes, Judges, 
and to all our Officers and Subje&ts, greeting. Know ye, 
that having heard, contrary to all Expettation, “that a 
great Part of our Subjeéts, living in the Mountains, had 
rebelled againft us, their lawful Prince, under Pretence 
of Perfecution in Matters of Religion, and other Op- 
prefions on the Part of our Officers, and had of their 
own Motion flirred up a Sedition, fo much the more cri- 
minal, becaufe it is direétly contrary to the natural Laws 
and Conftitutions of the Empires and being defirous, in 
order to prevent the Confequences of fo great a Misfor- 
tune, to make ufe of our paternal Clemency, before we 
inflif& upon them the Punifhment they have fo juftly de- 
ferved, by redrefling their Grievances in a proper manner, 
according to Juftice; we did, without Lofs of Time, on 
the oth of July laft, appoint Commiffioners, and ordered 
them to repair to the Mountains forthwith, to enquire 
into the Grievances of our Subjeéts, and give us an ex- 
att Account of the fame. The Commiflioners .we fent 
thither were not wanting in the Difcharge of their Du- 
ty; they went from Diftric&t to Diftritt ; they took an 
Account of the refpeétive Grievances, both Civil and 
Religious; and after they had enquired into them, they 
cafed fome, and entirely redreffed others, to the Satif- 
faction of the Mutineers; who, efpecially thofe who 
had declared to the Commiffioners, that they made Pro- 
feflion of the Evangelical Religion, or the Confeflion of 
Augsturz, unanimoufly and voluntarily declared and 
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promifed, that they would inviolably preferve the Fi- 
delity which was due to us as their Lord and Prince 5 
that they would pay all the Obedience and Refpett due 
to the Spiritual and Temporal Regencies; that they 
would avoid all unlawful Affemblies; that they would 
raife no Commotions; that they would not moleft the 
Catholicks with Threats, with preaching in Publick, or 
otherwife, and that they would not undertake any thin 
that was contrary to the Oath and Duty of faithful Sub- 
jets, or that might difturb the publick Safety and Tran- 
quillity; in Return for which, the Commiffioners pro- 
mifed them, with our Approbation, and until we fhould 
publith’ our Refolution upon that Subject, agreeably to 
the Conflitions of the Empire, that every one of them 
might exercife his Religion in fecret at his own Houfe, 
provided they forbore Preaching and Affembling in an 
unlawful Manner. Neverthelefs, we have fince heard, 
to our Sorrow, that the Rebels, immediately after the 
Departure of the Commiflioners, without any Regard 
to their own Promifes, or to the wholefome Admonition 
that was given them, began again to affemble themfel ves 
in a tumultuous Manner in feveral Places, both publick- 
ly and privately, to make feditious Sermons to the Peo- 
ple affembled, to threaten to exterminate the Catholicks 
with Fire and Sword, to abufe the Spiritual and Tempo- 
ral Regencies, yea, even our own Perfon, both in Word 
and in Deed; and in fhort, to commit feveral other 
A&tions worthy of the moft fevere Punifhment. 
Whereupon, and in Order-to convince our rebellious 
and difloyal Subje&ts more and more of our fincere In- 
tentions, which mean nothing but our Prefervation, 
we order’d our faid Commiffioners to exhort once more 
our refpeftive Jurifdiiions fituate in the Mountains, by 
way of circular Letters, dated the 30th of ‘fu'y, not to 
flop the Courfe of our paternal Love, nor interrupt by 
criminal Enterprizes, Violences, and tumultuous Af- 
femblies, out Defigns, which tend only to the Publick 
Welfare, but to keep themfelves quiet at Home, and 
wait with Peace and Unity the Decifion of their Grie- 
vances both Civil and Religious; with Affurances that 
we would caufe them to be examined with the utmoft 
Care; and that we would redrefs the fame in fuch a 
Manner as we fhall be able to anfwer before God and the 
World. To put thefe Affurances in Execution, we ap- 
pointed Deputies the 6th of duzusft, confilling of Mem- 
bers of the Confiftory, of the sdulick Council, and the 
Chamber, 
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Chamber, and order’d them to meet immediately, to 
examine with all poffible Care the Grievances that fhould 
be communicated, and to confider how they might be 
entirely terminated, or at leaft made eafier. But our 
Subjeéts, inftead of making fuitable Returns for our pa- 
ternal Care, turned it into Ridicule, and cafting off the 
Refpe& and Fidelity which they owe to us, they began 
openly and wantonly to abufe our Clemency, by com- 
mitting all Sorts of Diforders; and having found Means 
to gain over fome of our Subjetts by Promifes, and 
others by Artifice, they fummoned a general Conference 
at Schwartzach, upon the sth of Auguft, and called it 
the Great Gouncil, In this Conference Propofals were 
made the moft prejudicial to us, to the Archbifhoprick, 
and the Country. Here they deliberated, and took Re- 
folutions, which they engaged to execute by a folemn 
Oath, which they took kneeling, and with Hands lifted 
up. They afterwards repeated their tumultuous Affem- 
blies and Deliberations both publickly and privately. 
They continued to make feditious Sermons, to threaten 
miore than ever, to exterminate the faithful Subjects 
with Fire and Sword, and to fhew their Contempt even 
of our Perfon, by injurious Difcourfes. 

Thefe Exceffes, and others fo contrary to the Laws of 
God and Nature, gave us the greater Concern, becaufe 
we were in Hopes our Rebellious Subjeéts, being con- 
vinced of our Paternal Love, and of our favourable Dif- 
pofitions, would no longer have abufed our Patience. We 
might, with a good Grace enough, have exerted our 
Power and Authority againft them, by punifhing them 
as Rebellious Subjeéts ; but our Love and Clemency ha- 
ving again prevailed over us, we contented ourfelf with 
publifhing and affixing up, in all the Places of the Moun- 
tains, diffuafive Letters, dated the 30th of 4ug. wherein 
we exhorted the Mutineers that were rifen againft us and 
their- Country, to render us the Obedience and Submif- 
fion that is due to us, and to preferve inviolably the Fi- 
delity they had fworn to us 3 forbidding them to conti- 
nue the aforefaid Enterprizes, Affemblies, Preachings, 
Threats, Injuries, or other the like Things, upon Pain 
of forfeiting their Eftates, and even their Lives, to all 
- and every one that fhould be found to aét contrary there- 
to. And the better to fecure the Publick Tranquillity, 
we did moreover forbid them to affemble themfelves, 
either in private, or in By-places, to the Number of more 
than three ; or to undertake any Thing whatfoever = 
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could prejudice our Power and Authority, occafion th® 
Spiritual or Temporal Regencies to be abufed or mal- 
treated, or difturb the Publick Tranquillity. But as 
the Mutineers, far from giving Attention thereto, have 
had the Boldnefs to go on with their Diforders as before, 
defpifed thofe diffuafive Letters, and told the Officers of 
Juftice, and other Perfons, to their Faces, that we had 
nothing to do to command them; this fhews, that the 
Redrefg of Civil or Religious Grievances, of which 
they complained in.the Beginning of thei: Mutiny, was 
not the Point they aim’d at; but that they wanted to 
introduce a boundlefs Liberty, to ere&t a new State among 
themfelves, and to make themfelves an independent 
People. In fhort, fome of them continuing their abo- 
minable Exceffes, and their Affemblies fo often forbid, 
did of their own Authority forbid the frequenting of our 
Churches ; they went from Houfe to Houfe to give 
Notice of their Seditious Preachments, to begin on a 
certain Signal, either by beat of Drum, or the Firing 
of fome Wuskets : So that we were at laft obliged, 
tho’ againft our Will, to make ufe of the Power which 
God has put into our Hands; and on the 28th of Sep- 
tember we caufed the principal Author of the Sedition 
to be feized and imprifoned, not upon Account of Re- 
ligion, but for difturbing the publick Tranquillity, 
and for rifing againft us his lawful Lord and Prince. 
The next Morning feveral of his Adherents had the 
Boldnefs to get together and endeavour to fet him at 
Liberty, and'to attack our faithful Subje&ts ; but tho” 
they durft not execute their Enterprize, feeing the 
good Difpofitions that were made to give them a 
warm Reception, they neverthelefs gave frefh Proofs 
of their feditious Spirits, by fummoning new Affem- 
blies in feveral Places, repeating their injurious and 
menacing Difcourfeg againft our Perfon, and difobey- 
ing our Commands, and thofe of our Officers: They 
have fet up a new Head, to whom they have premi- 
fed Fidelity, and have not been unmindful of demand- 
ing Succours of the Evangelical Proteftants, under Pre- 
tence of being perfecuted for the Sake of Religion ; and 
falfly alledging that it was our Intent to refufe them 
the Right of going away, and by fuch and other falfe 
Reports, they have endeavoured not only to ftir up 
Sedition in the neighbouring Countries, but alfo te 
kindle the Flames of a Religious War throughout the 
Roman Empire.

As our Honour, our Dignity, and our Authority, in 
the Quality of an Archbifhop and Sovereign Prince, 
will not permit us to endure any longer, that the faid 
Difturbers of the Publick Peace and Safety of all the 
Archbifhoprick fhould perfift in their Spirit of Rebel- 
lion and Difobedience, of which they are fully con- 
vigted, as appears by a great Number of Reports, Me- 
morials, and Certificates worthy of Credit, and attefted 
upon Oath: As, on the other hand, we are not igno- 
yant of the general Ordinances which have been iflued 
from Time to Time by our Predeceffors, touching the 
Condu&t which the Spiritual and Temporal Regencies 
were to obferve, agreeably to the Conftitutions of the 
Empire, with Regard to Subjeéts fufpeéted in Matters 
of Religion, and particularly in Relation to the Right 
of going away: Andas we fhould be inexcufable, if, 
as an Ecclefiaftical Prince, we fhould tolerate the Ex- 
ercife of a contrary Religion in our Archbifhoprick, 
which, by the Grace of God, is of more than 1200 
Years ftanding, and in which none but the Roman 
Catholick Religion was ever tolerated ; we have the 
lefs Reafon to refufe the Right of going away, becaufe 
we have always been inclined, as weare ftill, to give 
our Confent to it, on purpofe to avoid giving Offence 
to our faid Subje&ts, and to thofe of the bordering Pro- 
vinces of the Emperor and Bavaria. It will not be 
found that ever we refufed that Liberty of Departure 5 
but it appears on the contrary, by divers publick A&s, 
agreeable to the Conftitutions of the Empire, that we 
have always granted it without any Limitation: So 
that in order to reflore a fettled Tranquility in our 
Archbifhoprick, and to prevent yet greater Troubles, 
there now remains no other Method to be taken than to 
extirpate, entirely to the Root, thofe turbulent and 
feditious Fellows, who in Times paft have fo often 
diflurbed this Archbifhoprick 5 and that with the greater 
Reafon, becaufe nothing is to be expefted in this Arch- 
bifhoprick but frefh Troubles; and that notwithftand- 
ing the wholefome Advice given them by the Paftor, 
' notwithftanding all the Methods we have tried, in 
Performance of our Paftoral Duty, to prevail with them 
to defift from their Criminal Enterprizes, and to bring 
them back into the Way of the Faithful, they will, in 
fpite of all thefe Admonitions and Exortations, perfift 
in their Rebellion and Obftinacy: And therefore we 
thought it was high Time to publith proper Ordinances 
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upon that Subje&t. We communicate this. our. prefent 
Command to ali our Subjeéts, Citizens and Inhabitants, 
particularly to thofe who have declared themfelves to 
be of the Reformed Religion, or of the Confeflion of 
Augsburg, and perfift in the Profeffion thereof, cither in 
publick or in private: And after the moft ferious Con- 
fideration, by Virtue of our Power, as immediate Prince 
of the Empire, and of the Right which belongs to them 
as fuch to reform Religion, and to command their Sub- 
jeS&ts who profefs another, to-depart from their Terri- 
tories, we ordain, 

1. That all thofe who profefs either of the Religions 
above-mentioned, and. tolerated in the Empire, and 
who, upon Occafion of the late Rifing, have declared 
themfelves, to be fuch, whether in publick or in pri- 
vate, fhall depart this Archbifhoprick, and Countries 
thereunto belonging, with all their Effeéts ; never to 
enter it more, upon pain of Confifcation of their Eftates, 
or even of Death, according to the Exigency of the Cafe. 
_ 2. Such,of. the Inhabitants of this Archbifhoprick as 
have no Settlement, or thofe who-are not Burghers, the 
Workmen,. Valets or Domefticks of both Sexes, who 
have attained the Age of twelve Years, and profefs one 
of the faid two Religions, and have declared themfel ves 
fo to be in Manner aforefaid, fhall depart with all 
their Effects in eight Days, to be computed from the 
Day of the Publication of thefe Prefents ; and in Cafe 
they do not readily obey, they fhall be punifhed in 
manner aforefaid,- without any Hopes of a Pardon. 

3. Wherefore, all thofe, let them be what they will, 
that.work in the Salt Mines,. or fuch other Works; or 
who, either in the Mountains, or in the Plains, are 
in our Service, or employed by us, by the Members of 
our Chamber, or by other Officers of our Country, are 
from this Time forward, and in general, difcharg’d from 
their Service and Work ; they fhall have no Salary from 
the Day of the ;Date of thefe Prefents, nor what is 
called Provifion or Benefice-Money ; but they thal! be 
obliged to depart the Country within the limited Time, 
and under the Penalties above-mentioned. 

4. And as it has been cuftomary not to admit any 
Perfon to the Burgherfhip or Freedom of the Towns or 
Boroughs of this Archbifhoprick, “till he had proved 
that he and all his Family profeffed the Catholick Re- 
Jigion, .and produced Certificates on the Part of the 
Regencies eftablifhed for that Purpofe ; we wil! and 
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ordain, that all and every Burgher or Artifan, making 
Profeffion of one of the faid’Religions, and who decla- 
red themfelves fo to be during the prefent Rifing and 
Rebellion, have from this Time.forward entirely for- 
feited, throughout the Archbifhoprick, their Right of 
Burgherfhip and Freedom 3 and.that, like the others, 
they depart this Archbifhoprick, with fome Difference, 
however, in regard to the Time, with Refpe& to the 
other Inhabitants that are not Burghers. 

5. As to Houfe-keepers, or other Inhabitants of this 
Province, of either Sex, poffeffed of Eftates, 6r Goods 
immoveable, though they cannot be ighorant, that by 
the Conftitutions of the Empire they were obliged, 
within a limited Time, to conform to the Religion pro- 
feffed in this Province for 1206 Years; arid that by 
the ftirring up the late Rebéllion they have forfeited 
the Right of free Departure, flipulated for them by 
the Treaty of Weftphalia 5 yet our Will is, if they be- 
have peaceably, and according to our laft Dikettions, to 
allow to every Perfon poffeffed of Sefs than 156 Florins 
per Ann, one Month ; to thofe poffeffed of from 154 
to 500 Florins two Months 3\and thrée Months to all 





pofiefied of above 500 Floritis per Ann. to difgofe of 


their refpective Eftates, and retire as above ; keeping 
mean while not above orie Man! Servant, and one Maid, 
of their Religion, in their Service, 

6. Whereas what has hitherto been mentidned, re- 
gards only thofe who barely profefs themfelves of the 
Reformed Religion, or the Confeflion of Aigsbiirg, we 
ftill referve to ourfelves what Panifhment to infli&t on 
the Seditious and Difturbers of the publick Peace ; and 
fuch who profefs an Opinion not tolerated in the Em- 
pire : But as for thofe who have joined the Rebels from 
a pure Motive of Religion, we exempt them from any 
future Punifhment, provided they depart, as above, and 
hereby give them our general Pardon. 

7. Whereas it may be prefumeéd, that after the Pub- 
lication of this Ordinance, feveral of the Rebels, who 
afted more from a Temporal than a Spiritual Motive, 
will embrace the Roman Catholick Religion, tho’ ad- 
mitted into the Evangelick Confeffion ; and others, who 
fomented Sedition under the Difguife of Roman Catho. 
licks, will return in like Manner, in Order to feek new 
Occafions fo difturb our State ; our Will is, that none be 
admitted who declared themfelves to our Commiffioners 
in the Highlands in Fw'y laft, with proper Adimonitions, 
Members 
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Members of the Evangelick Communion, unlefs they 
bring authentick Proofs of their having repented within 
a Fortnight after, and got themfelves entred on the Lift 
of Roman Catholicks, within that Time, before the 
Regency $ nor fhall thofe be admitted whofe Names are 
fet down in the Memorials prefented to us from the 
Rebels, by Order of his Imperial Majefty, unlefs their 
Conduét fince be well approved by the Commifiioners ; 
and it appears their Names were inferted without their 
* Knowledge. 

8. As for thofé who have not hitherto declared 
themfelves, either in publick or in private, as 
making Profeffion of another Religion, but have never- 
thelefs render’d themftl ves fufpicious, by their Conduét 
and Manner of Living; as we can fix upon nothing 
certain with Regard to them, tho’ we are very defirous 
to root out that noxfotis Weed, becaufe ’till this is done, 
we can never expett to fee a lafting Tranquillity in 
our Archbifhoptick 3 we will and ordain, that all the 
* General Mandates formerly publifhed upon the Subject 
of Religion, be hereby renewed ; and that when the 
Spicitial and Temporal Regencies vifit their refpeétive 
bans digtions, they fhall examine fuch Subjeéts as they 

fpécst on Account of Religion, or at whofe Houfes 
they fhall find prohibited Books, and fhall ask them 
civilly, without finfhg or inflifting any other Punith- 
ment upon them, whether they be Catholicks, and will 
perfevere in that Religion, or whether they will de- 
clate themfelves to be of the Lutheran or Reformed 
Religion. As for thofe in the firft Circumftance, the 
Regencies fhall give them the neceffary Inftruttions 
with regard to the Condu& they are to obferve for 
the future; and they fhall take away the prohibited 
Books which may bé found at their Houfes, and forbid 
them to have any more fuch, at their Peril. As for 
the others, they fhall not be conftrained in their Li- 
berty of Confcience ; but Notice fhall be given them, 
that agreeably to the Laws of the Empire and their 
Country, they fhall fell their Eftates and Effeéts in 
the beft Manner they can, within a limited Term, and 
then Jeave the Country, having firft paid their Taxes, 
as is ufual in all Places. If it fhould fo happen, that 
anyone, who pfetends to be a Catholick, but is really 
of another Religidn, has prohibited Books in his Houfe, 
or is a Dealer in them, or is prefent with others in un- 
lawfyl Affemblies, fuch Tranfgreffors thall be condem- 
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ned to perpetual Banifhment, and even, if the Cafe 
requires it, fhall fuffer Death, and forfeit his Eftate. 

g. We have already declared, that it is not our In- 
tention, that thofe who profefs one of the faid two 
Religions tolerated in the Empire, and are not in 
other Refpeéts chargeable with Sedition, Rebellion, or 
Herefy, fhould be looked upon by us with an Eye of 
Indignation, as contrary to the Conftitutions of the 
Empire ; but we are defirous to procure them, to the 





beft of our Power, the Liberty of Departure above fpe+ * 


cified. Wherefore we. enjoin all our Regencies, and 
command them by thefe Prefents, that all neceffary 
Affiftance be given to fuch as fhall go out of the Coun- 
try within the Time above allowed them: Certificates 
be granted them, if they defire it, of their Birth, Fa- 
mily, Profeffion, and honeft Behaviour. We forbid 
any other Tax to be impofed upon, or required. of 
them, than that which is in our Archbifhoprick; and 
it is our Pleafure, that after they have entred themfelves 
in a judicial Manner, they be conduéted from Diftri& 
to Diftri&, ’till they be out of the Country. 

10. We enjoin all fuch of our Subjeéts, as are in- 
cluded in this our Ordinance, and are obliged to leave 
the Country in the Manner above-mentioned, upon 
Pain of fuffering without Mercy, the Penalties men- 
tioned in the Beginning of our f#id Ordinance, to ap- 
pear before the Regencies of their refpeftive Places, 
before the Expiration of the Terms allowed them 3; to 
pay the ufual Tax honeftly ; and to demand a fafe 
Conduét for their Departure out of the Country. 

11. All the Regencies appointed by us, fhall take 
the utmoft Care, that this our Ordinance, and every 
Claufe or Article thereof, be ftriftly put in Execution: 
And after the refpef&tive Terms, which we have gra- 
cioufly granted to thofe who are obliged to go away, 
thall be expired, they fhall make Enquiry after fuch 
as have not obeyed our Commands ; they fhall commit 
them to Prifon, and proceed againft them in cafe of 
Need, by Military Force, without fuffering themfelves 
to be led away from their Duty by Prefents, or any 
other Motives of Friendfhip or Enmity, Love or Ha- 
tred ; but fhall behave themfelves in that Affair with- 
put refpeét of Perfons, and in fuch wife as they can 
always anfwer to God and us, if they have not a 
Mind to be deprived of their Places, and incur our 
Difpleafyre, and to be feverely punifhed, 


Finally, 
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Finally, that none may plead Ignorance, and to the 
End that this our Ordinance and Licence of Departure 
may be the more ftriftly and diligently executed and 
obferved ; it,is our Pleafure that it be printed, publifh- 
ed in the ufual Places, publickly read and afixed: For 
fuch is our Will and Intention. In witnefs whereof, we 
have figned it with our own Hand, and have fealed it 
with the Seal of our Arms. Done in our Rejidence of 
Saltzburg, the 31ft of OStober, 1731.

A Letter from the Proteftant Minifters in the Diet of 
Ratisbon, to the Emperor, in Behalf of the Proteftants 
of Saltzbourg. 


Moft Iiluftrious, Moft Potent and Invincible Emperor 


of the Romans, King of Germany, Spain, Hungary 
and Bohemia, &c. — 


Moft Gracious Emperor, King and Lord, 

E cannot forbear reprefenting to your Imperial 
Majefty, in the Name of our Principals, and 

with the moft profound Refpeét, what (we are inform- 
ed) is already come to your Imperial Majefty’s Know- 
Jedge, but of which you have doubtlefs had only par- 
tial Accounts; to wit, That during the Courfe of this 
Year, and particularly laft Summer, feveral Subjects 
of the Archbifhoprick of Saltzdurg, which at firft con- 
fifted only of a few Perfons and Families, but whofe 
Numbers, in Proportion as they were abufed by the Re- 
gencies and the Clergy, has confiderably increafed, have 
been perfecuted and oppreffed in a particular Manner, 
and molefted by different Methods in the Liberty of 
departing quietly out of the Country: Thar above 
20,000 Souls, who had left the Catholick’ Religion, 
and embraced the Evangelical, having begun openly 
to profefs it, and not having been able to obtain Leave 
of their Prince to exercife it in fecret, far from being 
allowed the publick Exercife thereof, had defired Leave 
te 
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to go out of the Diocefe, as they might fee Occafion : 
And laftly, that thefe Things may caufe unhappy 
Troubles, which may be attended with dangerous Con- 
fequences. 

We readily agree, that this Affair of Religion is one 
of the moft important, and the moft ticklith, that has 
happened a long while ; perhaps ever fince the Treaty 
of Weftphalia: And for that very Reafon it requires 
the greater Prudence, and that no Step be taken therein 
by any Party, but what is agreeable to the Conftitu- 
tions of the Empire: As, on-our Part, we do not pre- 
tend, by.an indifcreet Zeal for Religion, or with any 
other unlawful Views, to intercede in favour of Subjeéts 
that are turbulent and feditious, and. difobedient to 
their Sovereign, or to the Officers appointed over them ; 
nor under Pretence of Religion, to concern ourfelves 
with the political Affairs of State ; fo neither can our 
Principals fee without Concern, or permit a State of the 
Empire, out of a religious Zeal that exceeds the Bounds 
of the Laws of that Empire, to exterminate thofe who 
profefs their Religion ; or under ftrange Pretences, very 
fufpicious, or fuch as do not yet, at leaft, appear to 
have any Foundation, to deprive them of, and refufe 
them the moft facred Privileges granted by the Treaty 
of Peace; and thereby give Offence dire&tly or indi- 
re&tly, to the other States of the Empire, with Im- 
punity. 

There is not any one Thing in the Treaty of Peace 
‘ of Weftphalia, fo plainly fet forth, as that which regards 
the Condu& to be obferved towards Subjeéts, not only 
with Refpe& to thofe and their Pofterity, who before, 
and at the Time of the faid Peace, profeffed a different 
Religion from that of their Sovereign ; but alfo touch- 
ing thofe that fhould change their Religion after the 
Conclufion of the faid Peace, which ought always to 
be looked upon as a fundamental Law of the Empire. 
Here follows what is faid upon that Subje& in the 
5th Article, Parag. 34. 

* It is moreover ftipulated, that the Subjeéts of the 
© Catholick States, profeiling the Confeffion of Augs- 
© Surg, and the Catholicks, Subjeéts of the States of 
© the Confeffion of Augsburg, who in the Year 1624 
© enjoyed the Exercife of their Religion, whether in 
© publick or in private; and alfo thofe, who after 
© the Publication of the Peace, or in Time to come, 
© fhall embrace a Religion contrary to that which pe 
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© Sovereigns profefs, fhall be tolerated, and may with 
© an entire Liberty of Confcience exercife their Reli- 
©. gion at their own Houfes in private, without being 
© difturbed therein, and without fearing any Inquifi- 
© tion. They thall be likewife permitted to go into 
the Neighbourhood to affift at the Publick Exercife 
of their Religion, as often, and in fuch Places as 
they fhall think fit: They may fend their Children 
to the Foreign Schools of their Religion, or appoint 
them private Tutors to teach them at home. 

In the 36th Paragraph of the fame Article, it is faid, 
But if a Subje&t, who in 1624 did not enjoy the Ex- 
ercife of his Religion either in publick or in private, 
or did not change his Religion ’till after the Publi- 
cation of the Peace, has a-Mind to retire of his own 
accord, or is obliged fo to do by his Sovereign’s Order, 
fuch a Subjeét fhall be permitted, before he retires, 
to fell his Effeéts, or to keep them: If he keeps them, 
he may have them adminiftred by Proxy, and return 
into the Country, without having Occafion for a fafe 
Condu& for that Purpofe, to fee his Eftate, folicite 
his Caufe, and gather in his Debts. 

And in the 37th Paragraph it is faid, ° It is agreed 
to grant unto fuch Subjeéts, who within the faid Year 
did not enjoy the Exercife of their Religion, either 
in publick or in private, a Term of five Years at the 
leaft, and three Years for fuch as fhall have changed 
their Religion after the Publication of the Peace : 
Atteftations concerning their Birth, Family, and ho- 
neft Behaviour, fhall not be refufed to thofe, who ei- 
ther of their own Accord, or by Conftraint, fhall leave 
the Country: No greater Tax fhall be required of 
them, than that which is in Ufe; and in particular, 
thofe who fhall depart voluntarily, fhall not be ftop- 
© ped, under Pretence of Servitude, or under any other 
* Pretence whatfoever. 

Grounded upon Paffages thus clear and evident, and 
becaufe in the Dyet their principal Attention ought to 
be, to preferve the Fundamental Laws of the Empire, 
and Peace, Tranquillity, Union, and Confidence; we 
applied ourfelves to the Minifter of Saltzurg refiding 
here, both by Word of Mouth and by Writing, cither 
by Reprefentations, or by interceding in Favour of the 
Proteitants of that Diocefe, as the Affairs in Queflion 
were more or lefs important. We laft Year received 
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Information, that not only feveral Subje&ts of the 
Diocefe of Saltzdurg, who had left the Cathelick Re- 
ligion and embraced the Evangelical, were refufed 
the Exercife of the faid Religion, and Liberty to re- 
tire ; but alfo that they were profecuted with the 
utmoft Rigour, either by cafting them into Prifon, 
or by depriving them of their Eftates and Effe@s ; 
the Officers making the Charges of the Prifon and 
the Profecution the unjuft Pretence for fo doing; or 
Jaftly, by depriving them of their Children which 
were under the Father’s Power, and not having 
attained to Years of Difcretion, are not capable of 
choofing their Religion. Though feveral of them, who 
having to do with Officers of Humanity, had the Happi- 
nefs to make their Efcape; and tho’ others, deftitute 
. of every Thing, and almoft naked, having much ado 
to conceal themfelves, offer to make Oath of all thefe 
Violences, it may neverthelefs be prefumed that they 
will not be believed. There were found in the Hands 
of fome of the fauid Subje&ts, the Originals of what they 
call the Sub-Scheine of Saltzburg 3 and upon this Ac- 
count, as they were Lutherans, they were carried by 
Force from Diftri& to Diflri@, and banifhed the Coun- 
try. Thefe Proceedings alone, which are dire@tly con- 
trary to the Tenor of the 36th and 37th Paragraphs of 
’ the 5th Article, Par. I. make all the others look very 
fufpicious, which we fhal! pafs over in Silence, for the 
Sake of Brevity; and particularly for what regards 
the rigorous Search for Bibles and other Evangelical 
Books, which is own’d on the Part of Saltzdurg, which 
Books cannot be looked upon as prohibited, becaufe, as 
has been proved, if the Subjetts of the Empire be per- 
mitted to change their Religion, and to embrace one of 
thofe admitted therein, they cannot be deprived of the 
Means of exercifing it, by depriving them of the Books 
proper for that Purpofe, as the Holy Scriptures, and 
other Evangelical Books are. 

Inftead of taking in good Part the Reprefentations by 
us made, and giving us a friendly Anfwer, it was chofe 
rather to rejeét them all at once: This was our Treat- 
ment by the Minifter of Saltzburg at the Dyet, when 
the Saxon Minifter’s Secretary prefented a Memorial to 
him in February 1730, which he fent back without 
reading it, under Pretence that he was forbid fo to do 
by the Archbifhop his Mafler, becaufe the Evangelical 
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States had a Mind to affume a Jurifdiétion over the Ca- 
tholick States, whereby he broke off all Correfpondence 
with us, as far as lay in his Power. 

Hereupon we applied ourfelves, in the Name, and 
by the exprefs Order of our Principals, to the Arch- 
bithop of Saltzburg himfelf, agreeably to the Letter 
hereunto fubjoined, wherein we reprefented to him, 
with equal Moderation and Decency, the urgent Ne- 
ceflity of Affairs ; as alfo the little Ground there was 
for the Accufation, as if the Proteftant Body had a 
Mind to affume any Jurifdiftion : But his Highnefs did 
not think fit to anfwer it, or to redrefs the Grievances, 
as if our Principals could not decently corref{pond, as 
to Political Affairs, with a State of the Empire, which 
in Matters of Religion will have no Connexion or Cor- 
refpondence withthem. The prefent Archbifhop’s Pre- 
deceffors behaved in this Kefpeét, in a different Man- 
ner, as the great Number of Letters written by them to 
the Evangelick Body do bear Witnefs. 

Mean while the violent Proceedings of the Officers 
and Clergy of the Archbifhoprick of Saltzburg, againtt 
the Subjeéts of that Diocefe, out of Hatred to their Reli- 
gion, produced a quite contrary Effe&t; for, in Pro- 
portion as thofe Violences increafed, the Number of 
People who declared themfelves openly for the Evange- 
lical Religion, likewife increafed ; and among thefe 
laft, there are feveral, who, if thefe Violences had not 
been committed, morally fpeaking, would not fo foon 
have entirely abandoned the Catholick Religion ; and it 
it computed, according to very credible Advices, that 
that Number, fince the Appointment of the Commitffion, 
is increafed to twenty thoufand People, fome of whom 
have had the good Fortune to get away, though without 
being able to carry with them any Part of their Effects, 
while the others are expofed to great Dangers, with 
Circumftances which it is impoflible for us to reject, 
and which cannot be denied on the Part of SaltzJurg, or 
at leaft have not hitherto been fufficiently refuted. 

Wherefore, our Principals had doubtlefs great Reafon, 
upon this extraordinary Event, fo contrary to the Treaty 
of Weftphalia, and which may be attended with fuch 
fatal Confequences, to addrefs themfelves to your Im- 
perial Majefty by a refpeftful Letter, agreeable to the 
Laws of the Empire, defiring you to apply a fpeedy Ke- 
medy in the Cafe. In EffeS&t, we received proper In- 
ftryStions upon that —. 3 but to thew that we would 
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not importune your Imperial Majefty without an ur- 
gent Neceflity, nor oblige the Offenders to do any 
Thing contrary to Juftice, we deferred to do it; when 
towards the Jatter End of ‘July, and the Beginning of 
Auzuft, of the current Year, the Minifter of Saltzdurg 
to the Dyet declared to this Effet, repeating it over 
and over, That the Subjeéts of Saltzburg, who change. 
zheir Religion, fhould infallibly enjoy the Benefit of leaving 
_ the Country in its full Extent, and as it is Stipulated by 
the Treaty of Weftphalia. 

_ Who would have thought, after fuch a Declaration, 
which had it been executed, would have given our 
Principals an entire Satisfation, that at the very In- 
ftant when it was made, all the Paffages were fhut up 
jn fuch a Manner, that it was impofible for any Man, 
though he would have abandoned Wife, Children, and 
and all that he had in the World, to pafs the Borders 
and go into any other Country ; or to give his Friends, 
who were gone before, an Account how Matters ftood 
with them ? So far were they from being able to write 
to the Evangelick Body upon this Sybjett, that twenty 
Perfons were fent back, who were a€tually got as far 
as Auftria, on purpofe to be caft into Prifon, where in 
all likelihood they will miferably perifh: And laftly, 
that a great many others were taken from their Houfes, 
nay, fome out of their Beds, by Soldiers, and put under 
a rigorous Guard. 

This, however, Mof? Gracious Emperor and Lord, is 
in few Words the melancholy Cafe, and dangerous Situ- 
ation, fo far as we have been able to learn, of the 
Affair of Saltzburg, which makes fo great a Noife in 
Europe. 

It appears, that on the part of Saltzdurz, they pre- 
tend to juflify this Procedure, by alledging, 

1. That thefe People have Sentiments, in Matters of 
Religion, which are not agreeable to the Confeffion of 
Augsdurg : That moft of them do not know what they 
believe, and therefore are to be looked upon only as 
Fanaticks, and confequently ought not to partake of the 
Benefits of the Treaty of Weftphalia. , 

2. That they have rebelled agajnft their Sovereign 
and his Officers, by holding forbidden Affemblies, refu- 
fing to pay their Taxes, threatning to make ufe of Fire 
and Sword, tearing down Proclamations affixed up, €. 
And that confequently before any fuch are permitted 
to depart, this Aifair ought thoroughly to be examined, 
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and the Ringleaders of them punifhed in an exemplary 
Manner. 

3. That in particular they did not ask to go away ; 
their only Defign being to oblige their Sovereign, by 
their Rebellion, to grant them the publick Exercife of 
their Religion, even within the Diocefe, contrary to 
the Tenour of the Decretorial Year. 

4. That Liberty might have been granted them, at 
a proper Seafon, to leave the Country; but that the 
fame cannot be now, "till the Ringleaders are punifhed, 
and the others have made their Submiflion ; then they 
will fee what may be done in relation to the Point of 
leaving the Country. 

As for the firft of thefe, it is furprizing that fimple 
Men, poor Peafants, that have not hitherto had any 
Minifter or Schoolmafter to inftruét them, nor can have 
any Notion of Religion, but what was inflilled into 
them by their Parents, or formed from the Reading of 
Books, fhould be fo ignorant of the Evangelical Reli- 
gion, which perhaps took Root in the Country of Sa/tz- 
burg ever fince the Time of the Reformation ? If Prote- 
ftant Minifters fhould queftion the commen People a- 
mong the Catholicks, tho’ inftruéted from their Youth 
by Priefts, in the fame Manner as thefe examine the 
Proteftants of Saltzburg, would the Former be able to 
give a pertinent Anfwer to any one Queflion that was 
asked them? *Tis however, very certain, that it is 
purely out of a Motive of Confcience, that the Subjefs 
of Saltzdurg leave the Catholick Religion, and embrace 
the Evangelical, becaufe they thereby expofe themfel ves 
to the Danger of lofing their Temporal Efiates ; and if 
they be permitted to depart freely out ef the Country, 
there is no doubt but they will foon be able to give an 
Account of their Faith 5 as was found by Experience 
fome Years ago, with regard to feveral other Perfons 
who went from that Diocefe. One may guefs, by this 
firft Obje&tion, how great the Danger is, to which thofe 

r People are expofed, if Men perfift any longer in 
depriving them of the necefflary Means of Inftruction ; 
and "tis a very nice Point of Confcience, to fuffer fo 
many People to live and die in their Ignorance, 

As for the fecond Point, we fhall repeat here what 
we have already declared in the Beginning of this Letter, 
to wit, that it never was our Intention to intercede in 
favour of Rebels, even tho’ there had been no fuch 
Stipylation as this, in the Treaty of Weftphalia, Art. 5, 


Par, 34, 
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Par. 34. That fuck Inhabitants, Vaffals and Subjet?s fhalt 
give no Occafion for Troubles, but shall follow their Cal- 
lings with all due Submifion, Though this Paffage ought 
to be underftood only of fuch Subjeéts, as profefling a 
Religion different from their Sovereign’s, are allowed 
the free Exercife of their Religion within his Domini- 
ons; we are willing, neverthelefs, to extend it to thofe 
who are to go out of the Country. They ought not to 
confound, in the Diocefe of Saltz4urg, a great Number 
of innocent People with a {mall Number of guilty: A 
Sovereign ought, in the firft Place, to follow the Rules 
of Reafon and Juftice, and afterwards thofe of Prudence, 
left he fhould drive his Subje&ts to Defpair by too ri- 
gorous Proceedings: ‘Tis true, this does not juttify 
thofe who carry Things too far; but thofe who were 
the Occafion of it, by their Violences, will be equally 
anfwerable before God and the World. May it not 
eafily happen, that the Subjeéts of Saltz4urg, feeing all 
the Paffes thut up, as they were at prefent, and think- 
ing they fhall be for ever debarred of the Liberty of 
going away, may in their Simplicity be driven to thefe 
fatal Extremities ? 

As for the third Point, it cannot be looked upon as 
a great Crime, much lefs a Rebellion, when a Subje& 
of Saltzburg earneftly defires a Thing, which in itfelf 
is not punifhable, though the Sovereign is not obliged 
to confent to it ; as it has happen’d in the prefent Cafe, 
with regard to the Exercife of the Evangelical Religion ; 

rovided, neverthelefs, that thofe Subjeéts do not ufe 

hreats or Violence. Befides, they have no ne¢d to 
make prefing Inftances, either for the particular Exer- 
cife of their Religion, or for free Liberty to depart, be- 
caufe they have a Right to both, ’till they are abfo- 
lutely forbid them by their Sovereign: There is no 
Mention made of any fuch Prohibition "till the Patent 
of the 30th of Auguft laft: The Subjeéts are therein 
order’d to fubmit themfelves, not only to the Temporal 
Regency, but alfo to the Spiritual Regency ; that is to 
fay, tothe Clergy 5 confequently, this is in Effet, to 
order them to embrace the Catholick Religion, 

As for the fourth Point, it is apparent enough, that 
according to the Principles of the Regency of Saltzéurg, 
the Liberty of departing would not be convenient till 
very late, or never, perhaps, fince the Submiffion re- 
quired of the Subjeéts confifts in a Return to the Ca- 
tholick Religion. ’Tis trus, the Lofs of fo many — 
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fand Subjeéts, who will leave their Country, muft give 
a great deal of Concern to the Regency of Saltzburg 5 
but “tis their own Fault if they do not keep them, 
by granting them the free Exercife of their Religion ; 
and fo they may even choofe which of thefe two Expe- 
dients they think fit. 

With regard to the three firft Articles of Accufation 
againft the Subjetts of Saltzurg, it muft be obferved, 
that they have not been hitherto fufficiently proved ; 
but that on the contrary, according to the few Advices 
we have from Time to Time received from that Coun- 
try, they have been fully refuted. The Pamphlet en- 
titled, The Malice of fome Proteftants of Saltzburg, couch’d 
under the Cloak of Perfecution for Keligion, difcovered 
and expofed, for the Sake of the Lovers of Truth, by un- 
doubted Proofs, taken from the Records, and from the 
Confronting of Witneffes 5 which was publifhed Jaft Sum- 
mer, could not give the Evangelick Body any Satis- 
faStion, becaufe it does not difprove any one Grievance 
of the faid Saltzurgers. But who are they that pub- 
lifh thefe Proofs? They are the Offenders; they are 
the Spiritual and Temporal States, who have conceived 
the ftrongeft Prejudices againft them, and who, as 
Judges in their own Caufe, act with fuch Precaution, 
that it is not poffible to get Intelligence (out of the 
Country) of their Proceedings, farther than they have 
a Mind fhould be known. The other States of the Em- 
pire ought not certainly to trouble themfelves, when 
nothing but Affairs of State are concerned ; but where 
Religion is alfo interefted, and the melancholly Privi- 
lege of leaving their Country, the Treaty of Weftphalia 
gives them an undoubted Right to prevent their being 
fubverted. 

The Bitternefs with which the Affair of Saltzburg 
was reprefented to your Imperial Majefty, appears 
plainly enough from your Imperial Majefty’s Letter 
to the Magiftrates of Ratishon, dated the 5th of Septem- 
Ser latt, wherein the faid Affair of the Subjects of 
Saltzéurg, who had never been heard, is treated asa 
Crime which owed its Rife chiefly to this City of Ra- 
tisbon, which your Imperial Majefty has forbid to hold 
any Correfpondence with the Subjeéts of the Country 
of Saltzburg, upon pain of being looked upon as Dif- 
turbers of the publick Peace; for that in the Peace of 
Religion, Parag. 23. and in the Treaty of Weftphalia, 
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Art. 5. Parag. 32. it is faid, © That no State of the 
¢ Empire fhall, in Matters of Religion, feduce the Sub- 
© jetts of the other States. ° We very well remember 


thofe two Paffages; but we do not believe the Magi- 


{trates of Katisbon feduced or fpirited up the Catholick 
Subjeéts of the Country of Saltzdurg : If it fo hapened, 
that a Sa/tzburger, who had quitted his Country, wrote 
to his Friends that are ftill there, and profefs the Pro- 
teftant Religion ; or that even one of our Minifters of 
the Holy Gofpel likewife wrote any thing to them by 
way of Confolation, either with regard to the Word of 
God, or in relation to the Conftitutions of the Empire, 
exhorting them neverthelefs to Patience, Peace and 
Obedience ; can this be looked upon as a Subornation, 
ora forbidden Procedure? If it were fo regarded, would 
not this be to contradi&t what was ftipulated in the faid 
23d and 30th Paragraphs, concerning Liberty of Con- 
fcience and Departure ? We could heartily with, that 
the Catholicks, as well Clergy as Laiety, Grandees and 
Perfons of Mean Condition, Convents, Diocefes, and 
Regencies, would execute the Tenour of the faid Para- 
graphs as punétually as the Proteftants do according to 
the Principles of their Religion. But we fee the con- 
trary, every Day producing fome new Complaint from 
one Quarter or other; In this fingle City of Ratisdon, 
before the Face of the Affembly of the Empire, we 
have feen three in the Space of a few Months, and one 
even this Week. When Children of 10, 12, or 14 Years 
of Age, feduced by Catholicks, or being minded to 
throw off the Authority of their Parents, fhew the leaft 
Inclination for the Catholick Religion, they are taken 
from their Parents or Guardians, and are no more per- 
mitted to fee them, or {peak tothem. What was done 


to the Children of Sentgraft, Erthal, and Aufse/s, are + 


Inftances equally furprizing and notorious ; and the 
Mother of thefe laft, who isa Widow, has lately made 
frefh Application to the Evangelical Body, for a Letter 
of Interceflion. What will become of the 23d and 30th 
Paragraphs above-mentioned, and many other Sacred 
Rights, if Parents or Guardians dare not chaftife the 
Children committed to their Care, of 10, 12, 13 or 
14 Years old, without running the Rifque of fuch 
Children abandoning them, not out of any Motive of 


Confcience or Choice of another Religion, but purely . 
out ofa Criminal Difobedience, Obftinacy, or pretended 


Revenge 
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Revenge upon their Parents or Guardians, and retiring 
into Convents, where they are fecretly protefted for a 
while, and afterwards publickly ? 

The Affair of Saltzburg, of which we have given 
fuch a particular Account, is the principal Subject of 
our prefent Letter; without Prejudice, however, to 
many other Grievances, which are not yet remedied, 
but which may be attended in a little while, with fatal 
Confequences and irreparable Loffes, either with Re- 
gard to Body and Soul, or to the publick Peace and 
Tranquillity ; and yet might be prevented, by taking 
impartial Meafures for that Purpofe. Some fpeedy Re- 
medy fhould be apply’d in this Cafe, agreeable to the 
Conttitutions of the Empire, whereby one might dif- 
cover the real Ground of the Matter, and terminate it 
in a fure and effeftual Manner, by your Imperial Ma- 
jefty’s Authority, and according to Juftice. It is to 
this fame Juftice that we apply curfelves in Relation to 
the Entrance of the Diocefe of Saltzsurzg by your Im- 
perial Majefty’s Troops, in the firm Confidence that 
they are not defign’d, dire&tly or indire@ly, againft thofe 
Proteftants, who, without being guilty of any capital 
Crime, defire to go out of the Country, and who, for 
that Reafon, are perfecuted by the Sovereign, or at 
leaft, by his Clergy and Officers. 

The Archbifhop has already made very heavy Com- 
plaints to your Imperial Majefty againft his Subjects ; 
he cannot therefore be their Judge any longer. Shall his 
Subje&ts go to Vienna, to open their Grievances there ? 
They cannot do it ; not a Man is fuffered to go out of 
the Country ; and even if they could, where would 
thofe poor fimple Wretches find able Lawyers and Advo- 
cates to plead a Caufe of fo tender a Nature ? Thofe that 
apply themfelves to the Evangelical Body, and ought 
to be fupported by them, have but one Grievance to 
= which admits of no Difpute ; they have no 

ind to proceed ; they only defire Leave to retire, in 
Cafe they are refufed the free Exercife of their Religi n. 
The Proceedings at Law have been fu far from redrefling 
the Grievances of Religion, that they do but increafe 
them. A local Commiffion confifting of Members of 
the Empire of both Religions, is, Moft gracious Empe- 
vor and Lord, the only Expedient that can put an End 
to this Affair. We have already fo often and fo plainly 
reprefented to your Imperial Majefly, the Neceflity of 
this Sort of Commiffion, that we think it necdlefs to 
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mention it again. The prefent Affair of Saltzdurg has 
at leaft as much Occafion for this local Commiffion, as 
any other Grievance of Religion that ever yet happen’d, 
Men are not agreed about the Matter of Fa&t ; but it 
will foon appear, before the Subdelegated States of the 
Empire of both Religions, what is the Nature of the 
Complaints ; whether Religion has ferv’d as a Pretence 
for the prefent Rebellion, or not ; whether all thofe that 
profefs the Evangelical Religion, and demand Leave to 
retire, are Criminals, or only part of them 3 and, in 
fhort, whether in Saltzdurg Regard be had to the Trea- 
ty of Weftphalia, or whether it be defpifed. The Arch- 
bifhop will find Means to reimburfe himfelf the Char- 
ges of this Commiffion at the Expence of his Subjetts, if 
they are condemned ; and whatever thofe Charges may § 
be, they will! not certainly run fo high, as the Mainte- 
nance of the Auxiliary Troops for a Month or two, 
which he has thought fit to introduce into his Coun: 
try. if 

We therefore, in the Name of our Principals, befeech 
your Imperial Majefty, as fupreme Judge of the Em- 
pire, fo to order Affairs, that the Archbifhop of Saltz. 
durg, conforming himfelf to the Treaties, may imme- 
diately open the Paflages, and grant his Subjeéts the 
Benefit of retiring, according to the Tenor of the Trea- 
ty of Weftphalia ; or confent to the Local Commiffion 
propofed. 

This ProteStion and Affiftance of your Imperial Mé- 
jefty, in fuch an urgent Neceffity, will be an unfpeaka- 
ble Confolation to our Principals, who cannot help be- 
ing very much concerned at fo many Infra€tions of the 
Treaty of Weftphalia, which ferves for the Guaranty of 
the Union between the Heads and the Members of the 
Empire. .

Some ather Particulars relating to this Affair, are con- 
tained in a Memoria! prefented to the Evangelick Body 
and Magiftracy of Ratisbon, touching the Affairs of the 
Proteftants of Saltzburg, dated the 18th of September, 
which was in Subftance as follows: 

That the Number of Proteftants in that Diocefe 
amounts to 20,c00: That their Intention is not to cre- 
ate a Difturbance, but only to cbtain a Liberty . Con- 
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{cience according to Juftice ; and that their Grievances 
are comprized under thefe feven Articles : 

i, That they are fubje€t to continual Vexations and 
unjuft Amercements from the Civil Officers. 

2. That the Bible, and other Books treating of Faith, 
are taken from them, which they have immediate Oc- 
cafion for in the Exercife of their Religion. 

3. That no Mafters or Preceptors are allow’d them in 
their Houfes. 

4. That they neither can fend their Children abroad 
for Education, nor are permitted to ftir themfelves out 
of the Country. 

5. That, in Hatred to their Religion, both Legacies 
and Inheritances are detain’d from them under falfe Pre- 
tences. ; 

6. That Leave is deny’d them to bury in the com- 
mon Church-yards. 

7. That -heir Relations are deny’d the Liberty of 
affifting as Witneffes at the Baptifm of their Children. 

But thefe Reprefentations, as well as feveral others 
made by the Proteftant Members of the Empire, had no 
Effet. The Archbifhop call’d in the Forces of the 
Emperor to his Affiftance ; which foon brought the poor 
People to his Mercy, which was found cruel enough. 
All the Vexations that could be given them by Men in- 
fenfible of Pity or Humanity, thofe unhappy Proteftants 
underwent ; and at laft, according to the Decree of the 
Archbifhop, were obliged to leave their Country, bare 
and ftripp’d of all they had, in the Middle of a rigo- 
rous Winter. Their Roman Catholick Neighbours thew’d 
them as little Compaffion as their Prince had done be- 
fore ; but the Proteftants received them with a true 
brotherly Tendernefs, as foon as they arrived amongit 
them ; relieving them with all the Comforts and Affi- 
ftance that were fuited to their unhappy State. The 
King of Prufia, in particular, has fent them a Remit- 
tance of a confiderable Sum of Money; and invited 
them into his own Country, with a Promife of grant- 
ing them convenient Settlements there. 

Soon after, we had an Account from Rasishon, that, 
an Imperial Refcript was handed about there, direSted 
to the Magiffracy, importing, That his Imperial Ma- 
jefty had been affuved, that the Troubles of Sultzdurg 
had been much owing to the Intrigues of*a-certain Sub- 
je& of the Diocefe of Salezdurg, fettled in that City ; 
and that Letters had been fent into Saltzburg, promifing

the Affiftance of the Evangelick Body towards recovering 
their Liberties ; and whereas by the Treaty of Weftpha- 
lia, no Perfon ought to endeavour to perfuade another 
into his Belief, his Imperial Majefty moft gracioufly 
recommends it to the Magiftracy, to take Care, that 
neither Ecclefiafticks, nor others, praétife the like for 
the future, that he may not be obliged to aét according 
to the Rigour of the Conftitutions of the Empire againtt 
the Tranfgreffurs, as Difturbers of the publick Peace. © 


BERLIN. 


INCE our laft Account from this Place, (vide Hift. 
Reg. N° LXI.) his Prufian Majefty has marry’d his 
Daughter, the Princefs Royal, to the Hereditary Prince 
of Bareith, The Marriage had been publickly declared 
upon the 34 of May laft, and the Nuptial Rings were 
exchanged in Form. The Marriage being deferred for 
feveral Months afterwards, made it be thought at firft, 
that his Pruffian Majefty had fome how alter’d his De- 
fign ; but at laft, the Ceremony ef Marriage was per- 
form’d, Nov. 20, in Manner following : M. Noltenius, 
the Court Chaplain, who gave the Nuptial Blefling, 
made a fine Difcourfe on the Occafion, wherein, amongft 
other Things, he took Notice of the happy Re-union 
of the Houfes of Anfpach and Bareith with the Royal | 
Family, from whence they have been feparated fo many 
Years. During the Benedi€tion, a triple Difcharge was 
made of 100 Pieces of Cannon. Then began the Ball, 
which lafted "till Nine o’Clock, when the illuftrious 
Company withdrew to Supper: At the King’s Table, 
which was of ‘30 Covers, fat only the Princes and Prin- 
ceffes, who all drew Lots for their Places, to avoid Ce- 
remony, except their Majefties, the Princefs Royal, and 
the Margraves of Bareith, Father and Son ; there were 
befides, 11 Tables of 24 Covers each. After Supper, 
they began the Dance ufed on thofe folemn Occafions, 
call’d, Fackel Tanfe, or the Dance by the Light of Flam- 
Ddeaux, which were held by 32 General Officers and Co- 
lonels: The Princefs Royal danc’d with every Prince, 
‘and the Hereditary Prince of Bareith with the Queen, and 
all the Princeffes; after which, the Princefs Royal and 
HereditaryPrince of Baréith were undretft, and put to Bed, 
where the whole Court beheld them for near a Quarter of 
an Hour, during whish Time the King divided the Gar- 
ter 
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ter of the Princefs Royal amongft thofe of the highett 
Diftin&tion, and then the whole Company retir’d. 

The next Night wasa magnificent Ball in the great 
Gallery, which lafted ’till Two in the Morning, com- 
pofed of 102 Couples, who were treated during the Ball 
at different Tables in a moftfumptuous Manner. About 
an Hour before Supper, the Prince Royal came in, and 
placed himfelf at the Play-Table before her Maje- 
ity, without being known at firft Sight, the King ha- 
ving privately fent for his Royal Highnefs from Ku/?rin, 
till throwing himfelf at the Queen’s Feet, her Majefty 
embraced him with all the Tendernefs imaginable, and 
immediately the reft of the Royal Family ftrove in 
the moft endearing Manner, who fhould embrace him 
firft. , 

On thé 28th of November, all the Generals and Colo- 
nels of the Army, who were at Berlin, having at their 
Head the Prince of Anhalt, went to the King’s Apart- 
ment ina Body, and befeeched his Majefty to permit 
the Prince Royal to re-enter into the Military Service, 
feeing his Royal Highnefs had given fuch evident Marks 
of his Concern for having difpleafed his Majefty : The 
King hereupon made a very pathetick Difcourfe, and 
having fent for the Prince Royal, his Majefty pardon’d 
him all that was paft, reftor’d to him his Sword, &-. 
and embraced him with much Tendernefs and A ffe€tion. 
The Prince then fell on his Knees and affured the King 
his Father, of his profound Submiffion and Obedience. 
_ Since this, the Prince Royal has been contratted to the 
Princefs of Beveren, with great Solemnity ; but the 
Particulars muft be referr’d to our next Regi/ter, 
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FRANCE. 


qs our laft Regifter we gave an Account of the Pro« 
ceedings of the Parliament of Paris; and of the 
Spirit of Liberty they exert againft the Arbitrary Go- 
vernment they are fubjetted to. We fhall now go on 
with the fame Relation. 

About the 12th of DecemJer, the firft Prefident of the 
Paliament went again to Ver/ailles to make new Remon- 
ftrances to the King in the Name of that high Tribunal. 
His Majefty heard him with Attention, and anfwered 
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him in thefe Words: ‘ I have fufficiently declared my 
« Intention to my Parliament : I will be obey’d; and I 
© forbid all Remonftrances for the future.” The firft 
Prefident having thereupon urged fome Reafons, which 
he had in Commiffion, the King faid to him, ‘ I perfift 
* in all the Orders which I have given to my Parlia- 
© ment: I repeat it to you, and will be obeyed: This 
© is the only Means they have left of meriting my 
© Favour.” Afterwards the Cardinal de Fleury and the 
Chancellor Dagueffeau, who were prefent, faid, © That 
© his Majefty would not fuffer the Maxims of the King- 
* dom to be any ways infringed: That his Majefty 
© would very foon publith a Declaration that would put 
© an End to all the Troubles ; and that his Majefty, in 
© Confideration for his Parliament, would caufe that De- 
* claration to be communicated to them before it was 
© publifhed, to give the Parliament an Opportunity to 
© make proper Reprefentations upon ét.’ Thereupon the 
King repeated, ‘ This is my Intention ; and my Will 
* is contained in what they have told you: Mean while 
© I forbid all Affemblies, Deliberations and Deputations 
© upon that Subjeé. ” . 

The firft Prefident returned hither the 15th Inflant, 
whereupon the Chambers were affembled the Day fol- 
lowing; and that firft Magiftrate having acquainted - 
them with his Majefty’s Commands, an Arret was 
drawn up to this Effe&t: * Refolved, That the firft 
© Prefident fhall make frefh Inftances to the King that 
© the Parliament may be heard; and that he fhall re- 
© monftrate to his Majefty, in the Name of all the - 
© Members, that the Duty of their Office will not fuffer 
* them to fubmit to what his Majefty requires of them. 

On the 17th, notwithftanding the King’s Prohibition, 
there was another long Deliberation upon this Affair 5 
and the following Alteration was made in the Arret 
agreed upon the Day before, viz. © The Parliament 
* have charged Monfieur, the firft Prefident, to reprefent 
© to the King the utter Impoffibility his Parliament lie 
* under, of continuing in the Condition they now are; 
© and that they cannot reconcile the moft effential Part 
© of their Duty with the Obedience which the King 
© requires of them in the prefent Cafe. The Parliament 
© have likewife charged the firft Prefident to reprefent 
© to the King’s Minifters, that it is neceffacy that the 
© Declaration, whereby they propofe to put an End to 
© all the prefent Difputes, fhould contain the five Pro- 
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* pofitions agreed upon by the Parliament, as being no- 
* thing but a fhort Abftra& of the Ordinances and Max- 
ims of the Kingdom in relation to the Matters in 
Controverfy : Moreover, That his Majefty did not 
appear to difapprove thofe five Propofitions by his 
Arret of the 8th of September laft, the Motive for 
© cafhiering and erafing the Arret of the Parliament, 
© having Reference only to theAttempt they were charged 
£ with, to encroach upon the Legiflative Power: An 
© Attempt, that is very far from the Parliament’s 
© Thoughts; who have always acknowledged, and fhall 
© always efteem it their Glory to acknowledge, that the 
© faid Power belongs to none but the King alone; and 
© that the Supreme Authority is vefted only in the Per- 
© fon of the Sovereign. The Parliament farther charges 
* Monfieur, the firft Prefident, to affure the King, in 
© the Name of all the Members, that their moft profound 
© Refpeé& for his Majetty will not yet bear them out in 
© difpenfing with the Execution of the Laws of the 
* Kingdom, the Maintenance whereof is infeparably 
© united with their Duty, even by the Conftitution of 
© the Parliament. 

The Abbot Pucelle took Occafion from thefe Expref- 
fions to fay, That in the Place where he ftood, he could 
not forget the Oath he had taken, and had never broken : 
That it was a cruel Thing to fee a Fire fpreading all 
the Kingdom over, and even to the Throne it felf, and 
not to have the Liberty to fpeak tothe King about pro- 
per Means to quell the Fury of the Flames: That they 
faw, as it were, at the Foot of their Tribunal, injured 
Communities, as well as diftreffed Perfons of all Ranks 
and Conditions, feeking Redrefs and Proteftion of the 
Parliament, who have it not in their Power to give it 
them. 

On the 7th Inflant, the Parliament being affembled 
in the Great Chamber, at Ten o’Clock in the Morning, 
the firft Prefident acquainted them, That in Purfuance 
of the laft Refolytion taken by the Company, he had 
written to the Cardinal de Fleury, to know the Day and 
Hour when they might fee the King: That the Cardi- 
nal had anfwer’d him, that the Chancellor, who was 
going to Paris, was charg’ with the King’s Orders : 
That thereupon he went to the ChancelJlor’s, thinking 
to receive them ; but the Chancellor told him, the 
King had commanded him to affure him, That he would 
fy nothing, and hear nothing, but what he had already 
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faid and heard ; and that, in fhort, he would be obey'd : 
That he the Firft Prefident had reply’d, that being 
charged by the Parliament to fee the King, that Anfwer 
did not fatisfy him, but put him upon the Refolution 
to go to Verfailles ; where waiting upon the Cardinal, to 
know at what Hour he might fee the King, his Emi- 
nency exprefly anfwer’d him on the Part of the King, 
That the King would condefcend to fee him, provided he 
avould engage not to make the leaft Mention to him of the 
Affair in queftion: That this Order was fo precife, that 
he thought it beft not to fee the King: Fhat having 
in Difcourfe with the Cardinal, the Chancellor, and 
the Keeper of the Seals, put them in mind of the De- 
claration, with the Hopes of which they had been flat- 
ter’d, they affured him, that it was his Majefty’s In- 
tention to publifh it, and even ina Form that would 
be agreeable to the Parliament, but in a Time of Calm 
and Peace, and when he could be fure that there would 
be no more Flights or Sallies of that Body. The Firft 
Prefident added, That being at Ver/ailles upon S.Gene- 
vieve’s Day, to pay his Perfonal Duty to the King, he 
repeated his Inftances, and receiv’d the fame Anfwer, 
This Report being finifh’d, feveral Members of the 
Court declar’d their different Sentiments ; all which 
center’d at laft in the following Refolution. 
¢ The Court has re/olved, that it fhall be moft hum- 
© bly reprefented to the King at the moft convenient 
© Opportunity, and as foon as the faid Lord the King 
© fhall be pleafed to heat it, That his Parliament, full 
of the Submiffion which they owe to the faid Lord the 
King, and from which they are incapable of ever de- 
parting, have not affumed, nor pretended to claim to 
themfelves any Right of Legiflature, which they have 
always acknowleged to be effentially vefted in the 
Perfon of the Sovereign: That their Right to defend 
the Rights of the faid Lord the King, the Sacred De- 
pofitum whereof is committed to them, put them upon 
reviving, by their Arret of the 7th of Septemder laft, 
the ancient Maxims of the Kingdom, which it was 
neceffary to oppofe to the falfe Principles that Men 
affe&ted to inculcate in feveral Pamphlets: That this 
fame Duty obliges them to remain inviolably at- 
tached to the ancient Maxims of the Kingdom, which 
are all equally the fundamental Maxims of the Royal 
Authority : That they ought continually to watch 
for the Prefervation of theie ; and that, to deliberate 
¢ in 
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¢ in Matters wherein the King’s Service and the Wel- 
© fare of his Kingdom are concerned, is the moft effen- 
© tial Fun@tion, and the moft indifpenfable Duty of his 
© Parliament. 

The Deputies of the Parliament having been fent 
for Yefterday to Verfailles, by a Letter de Cachet, which 
the firft Prefident received the Day before, and being 
introduced into the King’s Chamber, who was litting 
in an Eafv Chair, furrounded with the Princes of the 
Blood and Great Officers of the Crown 3 the Chancellor 
made them a Speech of a Quarter ofan Hour, tending 
to blame their Conduét, to cenfure their Re/olution, and 
to forbid them any ways to intermeddle in the prefent 
Difputes. The Chambers will not fail to meet this 
Day, to deliberate thereupon, and to infert in their 
Journals all that has paffed. 

And as the Spirit of the Parliament of Paris will 
fill appear in a more clear and beautiful Light from 
their own Remonftances to their Sovereign, ‘we fhall 
therefore give the following Extraéts of them,

Extraét of the Parliament’s firft Remonftance to the King, 


SIRE, 

A‘ a Time when your Majefty commanded a pro- 

found Silence in Relation to all the Difputes that 
were arifen concerning the Limits of the two Powers, 
(Things that were always difputed, and the Decifion 
whereof appertains to the Sovereign Majefty alone, ei- 
ther by inforcing the old Laws of the Kingdom, or by 
leaving the Difcuflion of them to the Parliament, which 
was erefted to watch over the Prefervation of the Sove- 
reign’s Rights) and at a Time when the Arret of the 
Council renewed the wholfome Law thereof, the fame 
Arret authorized a Mandate and a Memorial, which 
feem to have violated that Arret. 

How dangerous is it, to authorize the Bifhops to fix 
by their Mandates the Limits of the Two Powers in 
Affairs wherein Publick Right is concerned, without 
your Majefty’s having the greateft Share in it, as Sove- 
reign in your Dominions, as Proteétor of the ancient 
Canons, and as Guardian of the Polity and external 
Difcipline ef the Church ; and without your Parlia- 
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ment’s being heard, who are entrufted with the dear 
Prefervation of the Maxims of the Kingdom ? How far 
may thofe, who are for building the Ecclefiaftical Power 
upon the Ruins of the Royal Authority, carry the Ex- 
orbitance of their Pretenfions, to the Prejudice of your 
Maijefly’s Sacred Rights? 

What would become of the uninterrupted Tradition 
of thofe fure Maxims, if the Bifhops, to weaken or de- 
ftroy them, need only to introduce into their Mandates 
the Method of Excommunication, which is always fo 
terrible ; and to revile as Hereticks all thofe, who do 
not {ubmit to the Innovations which they may take it 
into their Heads to bring in ; and if, under the Pre- 
tence of an External Jurifdiftion, which is Attive, of 
Divine Right, commanded by Jefus Chrift himfelf, and 
independent of all the Powers upon Earth, your Par- 
liament were not always permitted, by way of Refuge 
to the Royal Authority, to examine the Exercife, the 
Ufe and the Abufe, which they may have made of a 
Power, which is always lawful, and in its Origin 
awful ? 

Would the moft Sacred and Inviolable Rights of your 
Crown be fafe? And in what Condition would the 
Judges be, who have the Good of your Service particu- 
larly at Heart, and are charged by. their Office to defend 
the fame whenever it is attacked, if their Fidelity alfo 
could be fhaken by the Threats and Enterprizes of 
the Ecclefiaftical Power ; and if that were permitted to 
impofe Silence upon thofe, who by Virtue of their 
Office muft be genuine, lawful and neceffary Gainfayers, 
to oppofe with Heart and Hand*every Thing that could 
in the leaft prejudice it? Would it not be in fome 
meafure to approve that dangerous and unreafonable 
Freedom, which is multiplied in this our Day, againft 
which we are obliged to ftand up, and which put fome 

Bifhops upon renewing Propofitions condemned in the 
moft folemn Manner, and upon perfonally attacking 
the Zeal of thofe Magiftrates, who by their Office are 
the perpetual Defenders of our Liberties ? 

It is therefore the Power we have always had, to 
maintain your moft Sacred Rights: It is the Execution 
of the Ordinances, and the Maintenance of the old 
Maxims of the Kingdom, that we again demand: It is 
the Jutlification of our Conduét, which had no other 
Motive or Frinciple, than Fidelity for your Service 5 
and it is the quiet of your People, and the eee 
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of the State, that we make bold to ask of your Maje- 
fty: We hope that the Juftice and Goodnefs, which 
predominate in your Heart, will induce you to hearken 
to Reafons fo urgent and fo uniform, and which we 
thought fo well worthy your Confideration. 


Extraét of the Parliament’s Second Remonftrance to 

the King. 

SIRE, 

FTER having heard your Majefty’s Anfwer to 
A our former Remonftance concerning the Arret of 
the 6th of July, 1731, your Parliament thought they 
could not negle&t tu make new Efforts, and to appeal 
for the fecond Time.to your Juflice and your Sovereign 
Authority. Two Objeéts, of equal Importance, have 
again awakened their Zeal; to wit, the new and un- 
ufual Manner in which your Majefty was pleafed to 
make known your Will to them ; and the endlefs Con- 
fequences of the Arret, againft which they have been 
already forced to make their Complaints to you. 

The Kings your Predeceflors were almoit always 
pleafed to inform themfelves of the Motives, which 
animated the Zeal of their Parliaments for the Good 
of their Service, and to hearken to their dutiful Re- 
monftrances 5 and after they had thoroughly fifted the 
Gfound thereof, they were pleafed to give their An- 
{wers to the Deputies of the Parliament with their own 
Mouths, or by their Chancellors, in their Prefence, and 
before their Eyes. 

Repeated Remonftrances, commanded by Ordinances 
themfelves in fome Cafes, and of which our Regifters 
furnifh us with many Examples, teach us, that our 
Kings have always holden that Pra€tice in Efteem, be- 
caufe the outward Splendor which encompaffes the Ma- 
jefty of Kings, and the Dignity of the higheft Tribu- 
nal in the Kingdom, are equally concerned in it. 

This Ufage, fo cuftomary with, and fo agreeable to 
your Parliament, is that which has at all Times opened 
to them a free Accefs to the Foot of your Throne: It is 
that, which has put it in their Power, to carry their 
Wifhes, their Requefts, and the moft important Truths, 
even to the Perfon of the Sovereign, and to impart to 
him, with equal Refpeét and Confidence, their Thoughts 
for the Common Welfare, 
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At prefent, Sire, that ancient Cuftom feems to be 
abolifhed: The Anfwer to their Remonttrances is fent 
to your Parliament, without any of the Members of 
that Affembly’s having the Honour to wait upon you, 
to receive it. ; 

It is that old and excellent Ufage, for which your 
Parliament will always fo juftly labour, which we now 
make bold to reclaim: And your Majefty having it al- 
ways in your Power to make what Anfwer you pleafe, 
we hope your Majefty will not refufe them the glorious 
Happinefs of receiving the Declaration of your Majefty’s 
Sentiments from your own Hands, in the fame Manner 
as has been always cuftomary. 

But that which gives us the moft poignant Grief, Sire, 
is the Ground of the Matter, to wit, your Majefty’s De- 
claration, that having examined the Remonflrances of 
your Parliament in your Council, you found nothing in 
them, that fhould induce you to make any Alteration in 
what was regulated by your Arret of the Council. 

Ought the cautious Expreffions we thought it our 
Duty to make ufe of in fo tender a Point, or the re- 
fpeftful Terms and Sentiments in which your Parlia- 
ment always think themfelves obliged to fpeak to their 
Sovereign, to be pleaded in Abatement of the Force 
and Energy of our Remonftrances? Or muft we re- 
proach ourfelves, that we did not place before your 
Majefty’s Eyes the propereft Objeéts to move you in 
an Affair, wherein the Tranquillity of your People, and 
the common Good of the Realm, are equally con- 
cerned ? 

Without troubling your Majefty with the powerful 
Motives which were the Ground of our Remonftrances, 
we only beg Leave to put you in Mind, that the Arret 
of your Parliament of the 28th of April, 1731, had only 
in View the Prefervation of the Peace in Church and 
State, and the Tranquillity of the Subje& ; to ftop the 
Courfe of the manifeft Contradiftions in the Senfe and 
Expreflions of your Ediéts and Declarations concerning 
the Bull Unigenitus; and to ftrengthen the dear and 
inviolable Guardianfhip of the Royal Authority, which 
is committed toour Care. In Effe&t, how far may the 
Confequences of the Arret of the Council, of which we 
complain, be carried ? Three new Obfervations will be 
Sufficient fully to convince your Majefty thereof. 

To annul the Arret of your Parliament, is the fame 
Thing ag to authorize the Ecclefiafticks of your King- 
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dom to follow the dangerous Example of the Prieft a¢ 
Orleans, in refufing, as he did, to adminitfler the Jatt 
Sacrament to a dying Woman, though fhe declared that 
fhe fubmitted to all the Decifions of the Church; and 
te take for a Rule of their Behaviour, the fcandaloys 
Refolutions of that Prieft, to let her die without Sacra. 
ments, unlefs fhe would declare that the accepted the 
Conftitution. 
hile thofe, who are tranfported by a blind Zeal for 
the Bull Unigenitus, to ere&t it, of their own Authority, 
into a Rule of Faith; to affert that it is a Spiritual Con- 
cern, with which the Royal Authority has nothing to 
do; and thereby to attack the moft effential Rights of 
your Sovereignty ; feem in the Eyes of the Vulgar to 
triumph in that Arret; mutt the ie Judges, 
- who have laboured only in their Defence, be expofed 
to the Anguifh of feeing the Motives, which have 
awakened their Zeal, rejetted by your Majeity? Thofe 
Clergymen, who would then have nothing to reftrain 
them, would immediately fancy themfelves at Liberty 
to do as they pleafe ; and would look upon the Autho- 
rity, which your Parliament exercifes in your Name, 
according to the Letter of that fame Arret, to be grown 
altogether ufelefs and impotent in their Hands. 

To fuffer any Ecclefiafticks of their own Authority 
to attribute to the Conftitution the Chara&ter of a Rule 
of Faith, which the Church never gave its; to treat all 
that are not in their Way of Thinking, as Hereticks ; 
to cut them off from the Communion of the Faithfy! ; 
and to deprive them, even when dying, of any Share 
in the Sacraments of the Church: This would neceffa- 
rily occafion an open and entire Schifm in France, which 
would be the greateft Misfortune that could befal the 
Church and State. 

Laftly, Ought not a Prince, fo religious as your Ma- 
jetty, and fo full of Sentiments of the moft folid and 
effential Piety, to fear, for the Intereft of Religion it 
felf, that fuch of your Subjeéts as have not declared that 
they accept the Conftitution Unigenitus, will rather in 
fpite forfake the Tribunals af Penance and the publick 
Adminiftration of the Sacraments, than expofe them- 
felves in vain to unjuft and arbitrary Refufiis? 

But, Sire, as our prefent Bufinefs is to reprefent new 
Obje&ts to you, and fuch as are proper to give your 
Majefty a right Notion of the innumerable Confe- 
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quences of that Arret of the Council ; permit us at 
leaft to unite in one Point of Sight, and to sketch out 
to you only a part of the Mifchiefs, which the intem- 
perate Zeal of fome of the Clergy has occafioned in the 
Bowels of your Kingdom. From this Source fpring 
all thofe Frights, Alarms and Inquietudes, which fpread 
among your People, and to which they fee themfelves 
expofed every Day. 

How many weakened or difperfed Communities are 

there which could not find the leaft Remedy in the 
Juftice and Zeal of your Parliament, which is flripped 
of every thing by continual Evocations ? (.4n Evocation 
is, when the King takes the Cognizance of a Caufe from the 
Parliament or other Court, to himfelf and Council.) And 
how many Paftors, faithful in their Office, beloved in 
their Folds, and exemplary in their Morals; who 
merited Refpe& and Confidence by their unwearied 
Labours; who knew no other Ufe of the Revenues of 
their Cures, than that of beflowing liberally upon the 
Poor, as their true Inheritance ; have been torn away 
from their Flocks, which in vain are fighing and lan- 
guifhing for their Return ? 
' How many old beneficed Clergy are there, who never 
attacked the Conftitution ; who never asked, never 
defired any thing but to live in Peace, amidft the Soli- 
tude and Obfcurity of their Retirement ? Some fuf- 
pended, others banifhed; fome even fent out of the 
Kingdom ; deprived of the leaft Maintenance and Sup- 
port for their Families ; far removed from their 
Country and their King ; without fo much as the Sha- 
dow of any Charge againft them ; no legal Proof, nor 
Sentence pronounced ; fome being deprived even of 
the Titles of their Benefices and Cures, which were 
declared void, and immediately filled by Strangers, 
becaufe they would not fubmit to Declarations or Sub- 
fcriptions, which the Laws of the Kingdom do not 
authorize the Asking of them. 

Ufeful Subjects, bred up in the true Maxims of the 
Kingdom, fit to inftru& Youth, and to qualify Men in 
due Time for your Majefty’s Service, are deprived of 
their Fun@tions, and fent remote from the Offices in 
pinay they might have been fo beneficial to the Pub- 
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have been feveral Years deprived of any Participation 
of the Sacraments, and of our moft Holy Myfieries. 

Such, Sire, is the faint Portraiture of the true Condi- 
tion of your People ; fuch is the Difcontent that begins 
to thew itfelf, and daily increafes in the Bowels of your 
Kingdom ; fuch is the ill Ufe, which fome of the 
Clergy make of the Conflitution Uvizenitus, under the 
very Nofe and Countenance of fome of the Bifhops! It 
is this open Abufe of the Bull, which they look upon 
4§ a Point of Doftrine, that your Parliament could have 
ftifled in its Birth, had your Majefty been pleafed to 
hearken to them and given free Scupe to their Zeal, as 
often as the Progrefs of the Evil required it: It is this 
fame Abufe, which they defigned to reform, by their 
Arret of the 8th of April, 1731. And how many 
greater Evils are yet to be feared in Procefs of Time, 
unlefs your Majefty, on your part, backs with your 
Sovereign Authority the Endeavours of your Parlia- 
ment to prevent them ? 





Before we leave this Subje&t, we fhall likewife pre- 
fent our Readers with the following Letter from the an- 
cient Bifhop of Senex, who is now in Prifon for oppofing 


the famous Conftitution, to the celebrated Abbot de Pucelle, 
who is mentioned above, The Letter is as follows: 


SIR 

T is impoffible for me to exprefs the Joy I was filled 
with to hear from yourfelf, that you yet preferve 
the Remembrance of one of your oldeft Servants, and 
one of your Father’s trueft Friends. If the good Ser- 
vices, which he did in Auvergne, my dear native Pro- 
vince, bound me to him with indiffoluble Bands, how 
much more fhall I be fincerely obliged and attached to 
you, for the fignal Services which you do to Religion, 
the Royal Dignity, and the Kingdom whofe Interefis 
are infeparable ? In our prefent melancholy Circum- 
ftances, nothing can be of greater Importance to Reli- 
gion, than to preferve the Faith in its Purity; no- 
thing more effential for the Sovereignty, than to defend 
it in its Independency on all other Powers, except that 
of God ; and nothing more neceffary for the Kingdom 
than to prote& its Laws and Liberties. I praife God, 
Sir, that he has infpired you with fuch good Sentiments 
to make you a worthy Chriftian Counfellor in the firft of 
eur Parliaments, and to give you an honourable Place 
there 
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there among the Heroes, that fupport the Altar, the 
Throne and the State, with fo much Zeal and Glory. 
T fhall inceffantly pray to him that makes good Judges, 
het he will give you a tender Heart for Juftice, and 

a fixed Refolution againft Injuftice. You cannot .give 
me a greater Pleafure, than by letting me know fome- 
times, in your fhort Intervals of Reft, what the Lord is 
doing "for the Support of his Caufe, ‘and the Continua- 
tion of your Goodnefs towards me. Thefe two Reafons 
are the Ground of the perfe&t Refpett and Attachment, 
with which I have the Honour to be, Sir, Gc.

The Court has at laft interpofed in the Affair of 
Abbot Paris, and feveral Phyficians and Surgeons have 
been appointed to examine fome Perfons who pretended 
to have been cured, who declared in Writing, that in 
their Opinion, there was nothing Supernatural in thefe 
pretended Cures. Upon the feveral Reports of the moft 
eminent Phyficians and Surgeons, the King has thought 
fit by an Ordinance, to order the fhutting up the 
Church-yard, where the Abbot Paris lies buried, which 
has occafioned a univerfal Confternation amongtt“the 
Janfenifts. That Order is as follows : 





IS Majefty being informed of all that hath paffed, 

and doth yet daily pafs, in one of the Church- 
yards of the Parith of S. Medard, and efpecially upon 
Occafion of the pretended involuntary Motions and Agi- 
tations of different private Perfons, who affe&t to expofe 
themfelves there as publick Speftacles; his Majefty 
judged it proper to give his Orders for feizing fevera) of 
them, and for having them examined by a confiderable 
Number of Phyficians and Surgeons, in Order for them 
to make their Report, and to give their Judgment con- 
cerning the Caufe and Nature of the faid Motions and 
Agitations: Which having been done, the faid Phyfici- 
ans and Surgeons have unanimoufly attefted and de- 
Glared, that the faid Motions have nothing convulfive 
or fupernatural in them, but that they are entirely 
voluntary on the part of the faid private Perfons 5 
whence 
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whence it follows, that they have manifefily endeavour- 
ed to raife an Illufion, and to impofe upon the Credu- 
lity, of the People: His Majefty thinks it neceflary 
abfolutely to put a Stop to fuch a Scandal, and to the 
Concourfe of the People, which is become, in other 
Refpeéts, a continual Occafion of licentious Talk, Rob- 
bery, and Libertinifm ; and he was the more readily 
inclined to take this Refolution, becaufe he fha!! there- 
by hinder all Contradi&tion and Difobedience to the 
Mandate publifhed by the Archbifhop of Paris, the 
15th of Fu/y.: Having feen the Reports dated the 11th, 
15th, 17th, 18th, roth, and 23d of January, figned by 
the Phyficians and Surgeons, whofe Names are there- 
unto fubfcrib’d : His Majefty hath ordained, and doth 
ordain, that the Gate of the little Church-yard of the 
Parith of St. Medard fhall be and remain always fhut 5 
forbids the Opening of it, unlefs upon Account of a 
Funeral; and likewife forbids all Perfons, of what 
Rank or Condition foever they may be, to affemble in 
the Street, by which that Church-yard is furrounded, 
or in other Streets, Places or Houfes 3 the Whole upon 
Pain of Difobedience, and even of. exemplary Punith- 
ment, if the Cafe requires it: Enjoining the Sieur 
Herault, Counfellor of State, Lieutenant-General de Police 
of the City, Provofthip and Vifcounty of Paris, to fee 
to the Execution of the prefent Ordinance, which fhall 
be read, publifhed, and ftuck up in all the Places where 
it fhall be thought neceffary.

N our laft Article from hence, we gave an Account 

of the fectret Departure of Cardinal Cofcia to Naples. 
Since that Time he has been fummoned again and again 
to appear at Rome, to anfwer the Matters laid to his 
Charge, which he has ftill refufed upon different Pre- 
tences. At laft, on the firft of Offober, the Pope’s Exe- 
cutorial Letters againit him were pofted up in the ufual 
I Places 5

Places ; by which the Cardinal is declared to be degraded 
and deprived of all his Benefices, and all the Privileges 
and Prerogatives annexed to his Cardinalfhip. Upon 
occafion of this, the Collateral Council of the Kingdom 
of Naples affembled, and the Queftion was put, Whether 
they fhould conform themfelves to thofe Letters, upon 
which their Sentiments were very much divided, fome 
being for conforming, and others only for fequeftring 
the Revenues of the Cardinal’s Benefices fituated in 
that Kingdom ? At laft it was refolved, by a Majority 
of Voices, that Orders fhould be fent to the Prefidents 
of the refpe&tive Provinces, to prevent the Execution 
of any Ordinance, or other A&t, without the Knowledge 
or Confent of the Collateral Council, and to forbid the 
Farmers of the Cardinal’s Abbies, and other Bencfices, 
to pay any Money to any Perfon whomfoever, *tiil 
farther Orders. The Advices of this, occafioned an ex- 
traordinary Council at Rome ; and new InftruGtions were 
fent to the Nuncio, at the Imperial Court, with Orders 
to make proper Reprefentations to the Emperor, but 
without Effect. Since that Time, the Cardinal wrote a 
fubmiffive Letter to the Pope, to affure his Holinefs 
that it was his Defire and Intention to come to throw 








himfelf at his Holinefs’s Feet, but that his ill State of - 


Health prevented him; and Certificates of his bad 
Health were figned by feveral Phyficians, who attefted 
that they judged it impoffible for him to take a Journey 
to Rome without endangering his Life. But all this is 
thought to be done only to gain Time, in Expe@ation 
of the Pope’s Death, who is frequently indifpofed ; in 
which Cafe “tis believed the Profecution againft him 
‘would be at an End. 

The Pope has not only gratified the King of Portugal 
in raifing Signor Bicht to the Purple, but has granted 
him the Nomination of a Cardinal out of a Lift of feven 
Perfons tranfmitted to him, which is a Privilege never 
allowed before to the Kings of Portugal. 


TURIN. 


A Very furprifing Accident happened at this Court 
fince our laft Article from hence, no lefs than 
the fecuring the Perfon of the late King Viétor, who, 
after having, upon the moft mature Deliberation, re- 
figned his Crown to his Son, and fequeftred himfelf 


from the World, is generally believed to have been 
wrought 
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wrought upon by the Perfuafions of fome about him, to 
entertain Thoughts of recovering that Authority which 
he had, with fo much Premeditation, laid afide. The 
fecret Springs of this Tranfation were of too delicate 
a Nature to be made Publick; but as to what is gene- 
rally known, we have receiv’d the following Account 
of it: 

© In the Night, between the 28th and 29th of Septem- 
© ber, a certain Number of chofen Officers of the Garri- 
© fon of this Town went by Order of the King of Sar- 
© dinia, to the Caftle of Moncalier, being back’d by a 
¢ Detachment of Horfe, which were pofled round the 
© faid Caftle, wherein the faid Officers entering, and 
© having fecured the Perfon of King Viitor, they con- 
© duéted him to the Royal Palace of Rivoli, which hat’ 
© always been the favourite Refidence of that Prince 5 
© and at the fame Time they carried the Marchionefs 
© of Spigno, his laft Wife, toGeva. A Guard was left 
© at Rivoli for the Safety of King Viétor’s Perfon, to at- 
© tend whom fome Officers have been left, as well ag all 
‘ the neceffary Domefticks, that his Majefty may con- 
© tinue to be ferved as ufual. It is faid, that the King 
© of Sardinia has been obliged to take thefe Meafures, 
© becaufe King Viétor, fince his Infirmities, having for 
© fome Time been fubje&t to be eften confufed in his 
© Ideas, had conceived, fince his Return into Piedmont, 
© fome that were dangerous to the Tranquillity of the 
* State: So that the King of Sardinia found himfelf un- 
© der the Neceflity of preventing the Confequences there- 
© of, in order to maintain the Peace and: Quictnefs of his 
© Dominions. Whereupon that Prince, who hasalways 
© fhewn a true Tendernefs, and a fubmiflive Compliance 
© for the King his Father, feems to lie under the ut- 
© moft Affliftion. As to the Marchionefs of Spigno, 
© they fay, that by a Spirit of Vanity and Cabal the 
© fomented the Troubles that they have been obliged 
© to prevent.’ 

There was alfo this farther Account of the fame 
Affair from Geneva, viz. * Our whole Difcourfe runs 
* upon the Seizure of the Perfon of the late King Viétor 
Amadeus; °tis alledg’d, that he endeavour’d to re- 
mount the Throne, for which Purpofe he demanded 
of the Count de? Borgo his A& of Abdication, and 
upon a civil Refufal repair’d inmamediately to a pri- 
vate Gate of the Citadel of Turin, and demanded En- 
trance; the Marquefs de St, Remy, the Governor, 

T2 * excufed, 
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“ excufed himfelf in the moft refpe&tful Manner, not 
“ daring to receive him without Orders, and that Night 
© caufed two Regiments to enter the Citadel. The Gar-

© the late King feized at Moncalier, and condufted to 
© Rivoli, under a Guard of 600 Men; the Marchionefs 
© de Spigno conduéted to Ceva; the late King’s Confeffor,

“ fon’d ; the Governor, the Intendant General, and Pre- 
* fjdent of the Senate of Chamberi, order’d tq Turin, to 
© receive Inftructions, 


TUSCANY. 








N our laft Regifter we had but juft Room to men- 

tion the Arrival of Don Carlos in Italy; but it being 
an Affair of a very «uncommon Nature for a Prince to 
have.a Prefumptive Heir to his Dominions fent to him 
out of another Country, and which requires a very 
delicate Management to obviate many Inconveniencies 
that naturally prefent themfelves to Mens Confideration 
upon fuch an Occafion, it will not be unpleafing to 
the Reader to perufe the following Pieces upon that 
Subject. 


Articles of the Treaty, or Family Convention, between Spain 
and Tufcany, for the Introducing Don Carlos into the 
Dominions of the Great Duke, as Prefymptive Heir to 
the fame. 


Article 1. In order to eftablifh, upon the moft folid 
and unalterable Bafis, a perpetual Alliance, and a fin- 
cere Amity, between the Royal Family of Spain and 
the reigning Houfe of Tufcany, the Kingdoms and Crown 
of his Majefty and the States of his Royal Highnefs, the 
moft Serene Duke, and the moft Serene Eleé&trefs Dowa- 

er of Palatine his Sifter, have fully agreed, refolved and 
confented, that notwithftanding any other Difpofition 
whatever, that might have been made heretofore in 
Tufcany, relating to the Succeffion, according as the then 
Situation of publick Affairs required, the Great Duke, 
whom God Jong preferve, happening to die without 
Male Iffue, the moft Serene Prince Infante Don Carlos, 
fhall be, and ought to be his immediate Succeffor to 
the Sovereignty of all the Dominions, which make up 
gad belong to the Great Dutehy of Tu/cany, and fo on 
fuecefively 
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fucceflively to the eldeft Son of the faid Infante; and 
in Cafe of Failure of Male Iffue, the Succeflion fhall 
devolve by a full Right upon the eldeft of his moft 
Serene Brothers, Sons of his Catholick Majefty and of 
the prefent Queen of Spain. 

2. His Royal Highnefs, and his Ele&toral Highnefs, 
being defirous that this Regulation and Orde® of Suc- 
ceffion to the Sovereignty to their Dominions may take 
Effe&t, and be executed in the moft fafe and eafy Man- 
ner as fhall be poffible; they engage hereby to commu- 
nicate the prefent Convention to the Senate, after the 
Exchange of the Ratifications and’that they ‘fhall bind 
themfelves by an Oath, religioufly and inviolably to 

_ obferve the fame, if his Catholick Majefty requires it. 

3. Their Catholick Majefties promife, in the Name 
of the moft Serene Infante Don Carlos, and of thofe who 
thall fucceed him in his Rights, that the feveral Funds 
and publick Debts, together with the Revenues appro- 
priated thereto, fhall be preferved for the faid Purpofes, 
and that the Military Order of St. Stephen fhall be like- 
wife maintained in the State and Honeur it is at 
prefent. 

4. They promife likewife, that the Conftitution of 
the Government of Tufcany, either Occonomical, Civil, 
or Juridic, thall be maintained as it is at prefent, that 
the Rights, Privileges, and Prerogatives of the City 
of Florence fhall be preferved, and will be the chief Re- 
fidence of the moft Serene Succeffor ; the fame Promife 
to extend to all other Towns, and their refpe&tive Ma- 
giftrates: All the Subjeéts fhall be maintained in all 
the Advantages and Exemptions they have enjoyed un- 
“der the Regency of the moft Serene reigning Family: 
And Jaftly, no Places, Civil or Military, no Bifhop- 
ricks, or other Ecclefiaftical Benefices, fhall be con- 
ferr’d but on native Subjeéts of the faid Dominions, 

§- The Subje&ts of Tufcany fhall enjoy in Spain the 
fame Advantages, Franchifes and Exemptions, which 
the moft favoured Foreign Nations enjoy in Refpett to 
their Perfons, Effeéts, Shipping and Commerce. 

6. The Great Duke now reigning, having concurred 
in all Things requifite for fecuring the immediate Suc- 
¢eflion to the moft Serene Infante, fhall not, upon this 
Confideration, meet with any Obftacle or Obilruftion 
jn the free Exercife of his Sovereignty, and wil! conti- 
nue to govern his Dominions and his People with the 
fame Power and Independency as before. And his Ca 

. tholick

tholick Majefty, to teftify his Efteem and AffeStion for 
his Royal Highnefs, engages hereby to treat at his 
Court the Perfon of the Great Duke, and his Minifters, 
and thofe of his Succeffors, in the fame Manner, and 
with the fame Titles as were given at the Court of 
Spain, to the Perfon and Minifters of the moft Serene 
Lord the Duke of Savoy, before he was acknowledged 
King of Sardinia. 

7. The Great Duke and his Sifter the Ele&trefs pro- 
mife, that all their Eftates, as well Feodal as Allodial, 
as well within as without the Dutchies they fhall be 
poffefs’d of at their Death, fhall go to the moft Serene 
Infante Don Carlos, as Great Duke of Tufcany, and other 
Gre:t Dukes his Succeffors; as likewife the Right of 
Patronage and Prefentation to the Ecclefiaftical Benefices 
now belonging to their Houfe and State, of which they 
might difpofe in any Manner whatfoever. 

8. All the Moveables, moveable Goods, without any 
Diftin@ion, belonging to their Highneffles, of what Na- 
ture, Price, and Value foever they be, and in what 
Place or Country foever they be, fhall remain at their 
own free Difpofal, as well for the Ufe as the Property, 
of which they may difpofe during their Life and at 
their Death: And likewife all the Effe&ts and States 
they ftand feized with, and poffefs without the States of 
Tufcany; and namely, the Revenues iffuing from the 
Inheritance of the moft’Serene Great Dutcheffes of 
Tufcany, Vittoria of Urbino, and Margaret of France, their 
Grandmother, and all Sums of Money, wherever it be, 
referving however to the moft Serene Infante Don Carlos, 
the Artillery, Arms, Ammunition, and other Warlike 
Stores. 

g- Their Highneffes oblige themfelves to yield to 
the moft Serene Infante, as they do yield to him by 
thefe Prefents for the Time that he fhall be Great Duke 
of Tufcany, and the Great Dukes his Succeffors, all the 
other Sums of Money not above fpecify’d, due to 
them by Ingagements between the Anceftors of their 
reigning Family and Foreign Powers, the Crown of 
Spain excepted, with the Right and Faculty they have, 
or may have to recover them ; and Jikewife yield unto 
the faid moft Serene Infante, all their Pretenfions upon 
other States and Effe&ts, which are not at prefent pof- 
fefs’d by their Houfe, to the End that the States and 
Rominions of Ty/cany may be enlarged. 
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10. On the other hand, their Catholick Majefiies, 
being fully fatisfied with the above Conditions, promife 
in the Name of the moft Serene Prince Infante, and 
thofe who fhall fucceed him in his Rights, that the 
moft Serene Eleftrefs, in cafe fhe furvives her Brother, 
fhall and may take upon her the Title of Great Dutchefs, 
and enjoy during her Life, all the Honours and Pre- 
rogatives as have been enjoy’d by the other Great 
Dutcheffes of Tu/cany, and in particular, that her High- 
nefs and her Court fhall be maintained by the publick 
Treafury. 

11. In cafe the moft Serene Infante fhall not happen 
to be in Tufcany at the Time of the Death of the mott 
Serene Great Duke, and that he is furvived by his 
Sifter the Ele&trefs Dowager Palatine, her Highnefs 
fhall immediately take upon her with the Title of Re- 
gent, in the Name of the moft Serene Infante, who fhall 
be then Great Duke, the Adminiftration of the Govern- 
ment, which fhe fhall exercife ’til!l his Arrival into his 
Dominions ; and her Eleftoral Highnefs, with the Title 
of Regent and Guardian, thal! have the Adminiftration 
of the Government, ’till the Prince Infante, abfent or 
prefent, has attained the 18th Year of his Age full and 
compleat ; and even fhall have the fame Titles after 
the Accomplifhment of 18 Years, in cafe the mott 
Serene Infante fhall go out of the Dutchy of Tu/cany. 

12. When the moft Serene Infante is come to Age, and 
will take the Adminiftration upon himfelf, he fha!! ad- 
mit the moft Serene EleGtrefs into all his Councils of 
State, Grace and Juftice, and will grant upon her No- 
mination the Civil and Oeconomical Places, the Bene- 
fices and Ecclefiaftical Dignities, and will leave to her 
Ele&toral Highnefs the Superintendency of Holy Places, 
and of the Academy of Pi/a. 

13. His Imperial Majefty, his moft Chriftian Ma- 
jetty, his Britannick Majefty, and the Lords the States 
General of the United “Provinces of the Netherlands 
fhall be invited and defired, by his Catholick Majelty 
and his Royal Highnefs to be Guaranties of this Con- 
vention, which his Catholick Majefty and his Royal 
Highnefs oblige themfelves to ratify, and caufe the 
Ratifications to be exchanged in this City of Florence, 
within three Months, to be computed from the Day of 
the Signing of the Treaty, or fooner if poffible. In 
Teftimony whereof, all the Minifters Plenipotentiaries 
under-written of his Catholick Majefty and of his Royal 

Highnefs 
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Highnefs, by virtue of our full Powers, refpe&tively 
communicated to each other, and of which Copies fhall 
be annex’d to this prefent Family-Convention, have 
figned thefe Prefents, and to them affixed the Seal of 
our Arms.

A Separate Article, 

It has been agreed by the prefent feparate Article, 
which is to be of the fame Force and Vigour as if it 
were inferted in the Convention figned this Day, that 
his Royal Highnefs, in order to give the moft authen- 
tick Proofs of his fincere and affe&tionate Intentions to- 
wards his Catholick Majefty and his Royal Family, 
confents, if his Majefty approves of it, that the moft 
Serene Infante Don Carlos may, during the Life and 
Government of the moft Serene Great Duke, come and 
refide in Tufcany, in the manner it fhall be agreed upon, 
without beiug chargeable to the Treafury of his Royal 
Highnefs and the Country, and without any Prejudice 
to the Sovereignty and full Authority of his Royal 
Highnefs, who perfuades himfelf that his Catholick 
Majefty, in Confideration of this Confent, and of the 
ftrong and folid Reafons that have been already repre- 
fented, and are to be again reprefented, will be pleafed, 
by an A&t of his Royal Clemency, to free and exempt 
the Towns, and other Places of Tu/cany, from the heavy 
and troublefome Burthen of receiving Garrifons of Spa- 
niards, or of any other Nation whatever, feeing the 
Country may be fufficiently guarded and defended by 
their own Garrifons; which, in cafe of Need, may 
be augmented withthe Money Spain will think neceflary 
to furnith for this Service, in fuch a manner as fhall be 
agreed upon. In cafe this perfeét Confidence that his 
Catholick Majefty will engage that no Spanifh Troops, 
or others, fhall enter the Towns and other Places of 
Tufcany, takes place, his Royal Highnefs will grant 
Paffage through Tufcany to the Spani/h Troops, which 
thall be fent into the Dominions 0; Parma, upon their 
obferving the Regulations, which-in fuch a cafe may 
be made, for ordering their March, and keeping them 
under due Difcipline in their Paflage, fo that they may 
net be burthenfome to the People. Hi 
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His Imperial Majefty, his moft Chriftian Majefty, 
his Britannick Majefty, and the Lords the States Gene- 
ral of the United Netherlands, thall be defired and in- 
vited by his Catholick Majefty and his Royal Highnefs, 
to be likewife Guarantees of the prefent feparate Arti- 
cle, which fhall be ratify’d by his Majefty and his 
Royal Highnefs, the Ratifications to be exchanged at 
Florence within three Months, to be computed from th 
Date of the prefent Article, or fooner if poflible.

HE Moft Serene Great Duke, and the Molt Serene 

Ele&trefs Dowager Palatine his Sifter, being defi- 
rous and willing to give greater and more affeStionate 
Proofs of their Efteem for the Moft Serene Prince the 
Infant Don Carlos, it has been agreed and concluded, 
that upon the faid Moft Serene Prince’s Arrival and 
Landing at Leghorn, he fhall be received by the Gover- 
nor with all the Honours and Refpeéts due to the Dig- 
nity of his Rank, and to his CharaSter and Quality of 
immediate Succeffor to the Moft Serene Great Duke, in 
the fame Manner as it has been always obferved in Re- 
fe to the late Moft Serene Great Prince Ferdinand, of 
Giorious Memory. 

One or more Gentlemen, fent on Purpofe by their 
Highneffes, are to be at Leghorn to receive and attend 
the Moft Serene Prince Infant, who is to lodge in the 
very fame Apartment, in which the Great Prince Fer- 
dinand ufed to lodge, and their Highneffes being fenfi- 
ble that the Infant cannot have his awn Equipage in a

folemn Form -that is poffible, in the Name of Ged, 
upon the. Salvation of my Soul, and upon the Holby 
Evangeélifts.as well for myfelf, as.for his faid Majefty’s 
Officers and Soldiers, which are to, be introduc’d, arid 
to remain in the Territories and Places; of the Great 
Duke of Tu/eany, according to the Tenour of the Trea- 
ties; and agreeably to the ufual Stile of the Oaths 
which I have taken for the feveral Goverments of which 
Tam poffeffed in bis Cathulick Majefty’s Kingdom, do 
promife, fwear, engagé and fay, That I will always in- 
vielably obferve the moft religious Fidelity and Obedi- 
ence to the Orders of the Moft Serene Prince ‘fohn Guaf- 
ton, Gréat Duke of Tujftany, as lawful and only Sove- 
reign of the States of Tu/cany; and that every one of 
us, entring into his. Royal Highnefs’s Service, wil! to 
the utmoft of our. Power protect and defend his Per- 
fon,, Sovereignty, Authority, States, Gootls, and Sub- 
jeGts, and every Thing belonging to him ; as alfo his 
Honour, and that of his-States 3 provided there be no- 
thing ‘contrary to the immediate Succeffion of the Mott 
Serene Prince’ and Infant. Don Garios; which we will 
defend and maintain with the United Forces of Spain 
and Tujcany: That we will do nothing to hinder dr de- 
Jay the Execution of tlie Orders‘of his Royal Higtinefs’s 
Governors: and, Minifters, agreeable to, the Regulations 
made for. that End ; declaring further, that we fliall be 
always ready to give them‘Affiftance upon thé firft No- 
tice, and to furnifli them with all fuch Succours, as

Extraét of the Regulation of the Spanith Quarters in Ita- 
ly, as fettled by the Minifters of Great Britain, Spain, 
ard Tufcany. 


i. ee Spanifh Troops that fhall be introduced into 
the Places of Tufcany, fhall be paid and main- 
tained there at the Expence of his Catholick Majefty, 
without any Affiftance whatfoever, either from the Great 
Duke’s Treafury, or from the Country, 

II. Two Battalions of the faid Troops fhal] march 
into Pifa, with 300 Dragoons ; two other Battalions 
fhall be introduced into Porto Ferraio ; and 60 or 70 
Dragoons fhall be quarter’d at Leghorn, with as many 
Foot, as the Magazines. of La Porta Murata, the Canti- 
nelle, and dell’ Oglio will contain, till the Count de 
Eharni and the Governor have fettled the Quarters of 
the other Troops, who till then fhall encamp in the 
Neighbourhood of this City : But the Count de Charni 
fhall not under any Pretence whatfoever, offer to put 
them into any other Places in the Great Duke’s Ter- 
ritories. . 

III. The Count de Gharni fhall have the Supreme 
Military Command at Leghorn ; and the Spanifh Troops 
fhall do Duty there, in Conjunétion with thofe of his 
Royal Highnefs, according to the Alternative of the 
Officers of the refpettive Corps, according to their 
Rank. Two Thirds of the Troops of the Garrifon 
thall be Spaniards, and the reft Tufcans. The Count 
de Charni fhall be charged to put the faid Troops into 
fuch Pofls as he fhall judge proper ; but he fhall not 
concern himfelf with the Affairs of the Civil, G&cono- 


mica], Political, or Mercantile Government, nor with — 


the Magiftracy of Health ; which fhall depend wholly 
- and folely upon the Governor of Leghorn, whom the 
Count de Charni thall be obliged to furnith with Troops, 
in cafe of Need, and with Officers who fhall be obliged 
to go and take the faid Governor’s Orders. 

IV. The Great Duke’s. Galleys fhall remain under 
the immediate Command of his Royal Hignefs, to all 
Intents and Purpofes; as well as the Body of Tu/can 
Troops that make a Part of the Garrifon of Leghorn, 
which his Royal Highnefs may reduce at Pleafure, 


but not augment them fo as to make them exceed One 
Third. 
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- V. The Salute fhall be made according to the ordi- 
nary Stile of the Place ; and if any Change be defired 
therein, the Count de Gharni, and the Governor fhall 
agree upon the fame.. The faid Governor thal! continue 
to have his Guard, confifting of Tu/can Officers and 
Soldiers. 

VI. The like Agreement thal] be made with regard 
to the Authority of the Spanifh Officers at Porto Ferraio, 
and'to that of the Governor of this Place, over the re- 
fpefive Troops of the Garrifon. An exaét Inventory 
fhall be taken of the Artillery and other Utenfils be- 
long to the Great Duke; and the Spani/h Commanders 
thall have Duplicates thereof. His Royal Highnefs may 
at any Time fend for Provifions, or Ammunition from 
Leghorn or Porto Ferraio, provided he takes none but 
what is known to belong to him, the Keys whereof 
fhajl be kept by Perfons of his Royal Highnefs’s ap- 
pointing. But if the Spaniards fhould happen to want 
Provifions, or any other Neceffaries of that Sort, they 
fhall be fupply’d out of the Great Duke’s Magazines at 
reafonable Rates. wat

The Britis Admiral having finifhed his Negotiations 
at Leghorn, and feen the Spanifh Troops landed and dif- 

fed of, according to the publick Conventions, he 
fail’d out the 6th of this Month with the Squadron un- 
der his Command, in order to return home; and the 
Spanifh Squadron fail’d a few Days after. 


In two Days after the Landing of Don Carlos at Leg- 
horn, the Oath of Allegiance and Fidelity to him were 
- taken by the Communities of the Dutchies of Parma 
and Placentia, For that Purpofe, the Moft Serene Dut- 
chefs Dowager Dorothea of Parma, as Co-Tutrefs during 
the Minority of Don Carlos, made her Entry into the 
City of Parma. The March began by Foot-Guards and 
a Detachment of Horfe-Guards ; then came the Dut- 
chefs in her Coach and Six, Her Halberdiers walking 
en each Side of the Coach, She was followed by a Body 
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of Horfe-Guards, with their Trumpets and Kettle. 
Drums, Then came General Count Stampa, the Empe- 
ror’s Plenipotentiary, in a Coach and Six ; and next to 
him in a Coach and Six Count Zambeccar?, Envoy ané 
Plenipotentiary. for. this Occafion from the Grand Duke 
of Tufcany, as Co-Tutor or joint Guardian with the 
Dutchefs Dowager to the Infant Don Carlos. They 
were followed by feveral Coaches and Six with the 
Officers and Ladies of the Dutchefs’s Court, and after 
them by three other Coaches and Six, anda Company 
of Militia clofed the: March. Laft, came the: Coaches 
of the: Nobility. While the March was through the 
principal Street, the Artillery of the Caftle fired. Be- 
ing come to the Ducal Palace, they entered the Great 
Hall, at the upper End of which was a Canopy, having 
two Pigtures under it, that of the Emperor on the Right 
Hand, and that of the Enfant on the Left. Ata little 
Diftance before the Canopy, the Dutchefs Dowager 
took her Seat in an Elbow Chair,. as did Count Stampa 
on her Right Hand, and: Count Zambeccari on her Left: 
And at fome Diftance before them a Table was. placed 
for the Imperial Secretary Signor Piccaluga ; and Seats 
were placed on each Side of the Hall, for the Governor 
of Parma, and the. other Magiftrates of this City, as 


alfo for the-Deputies from all the Communities accor- 
ding to their refpeftive Ranks ; and the Nobility, who 
were invited to fee the Ceremony, had a convenient 
Place for themfelves. The faid Deputies advancing in 
Order to the Table, the Imperial Secretary. edminifier'd 
the Oath to them in the following Terms. 


E, in our own Name, and in that of the Com 
munities, by whom we are conftituted for this 
Purpofe their fpecial Deputies, Delegates, and Procu- 
rators, as alfo in the Name of our Heirs and Defcen- 
dants, in all. and.every of the Cities, Caftles, Towns, Vil- 
ages, and Diftritts.of the Dutchies of Parma and: Placem 
tia, do, upon our Souls, andithofe of our Heirs and Des 
fcendants, promife and fwear to Almighty God,.the blef 
fed Virgin. Mary,and all the Saints, that we will hence+ 
forth acknowledge, as we now a@tually acknowledge, the 
moft Serene Lord ard Prince Don Car/os, the Royal: In 
fante of Spain, as the Vaffal of his Sacred Imperial Ma 
jefty, and.of the Holy. Roman Empire, altho’ abfent, yet 
as.prefent, and: his Succeffors, and eldeft Male Defcendants 
bern in lawful Marriage, or to be fo born, to be our —_ 
lawfu. 
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lawful and aftual Lords and Princes, and Poffeffors of thefe 
Imperial Dutchies of Parma and Placentia ;-and that we 
wilj always be their faithful, right, true, fincere, and 
obedient Vaffals and Subjeéts; that we will dutifully 
receive all their Commands, and faithfully and readily 
obey them, as we are bound to do ; that we will never 
be prefent, or Partakers in any Confultation, Combina- 
tion, Counfel, Defign, Confpiraty, or Enterprize, in 
any of which, any Thing: may be concerted or form’d 
againft the faid moft Serene Lord and Prince Don Car/os, 
his. Succeffors, and lawful eldeft Male Defcendants, or 
any of their Officers or Magiftrates, or againft his or 
their Properties, Rights, Perfon or Perfons, Dignity, 
Safety, Intereft, or Authority ;:that we will not our 
felves commit, nor fuffer others to commit any Thing 
that may tend to the Damage, Detriment, or Prejudice 
of his or their Properties, Rights, Perfon or Perfons, 
Honour; Dignity, Safety, or Authority ; but on the 





‘gontrary, if it fhould come to our Knowledge, that any 


Thing above mention’d fhould be imagined, propofed, 
contrived, attempted, done, and committed by any Per- 
fon whatfoever, againft the faid moft Serene Lord and 
Prince Don Carlos, his Succeffors, and lawful eldeft Male 
Defcendants, as aforefaid, that we will, with all our 
Power and Diligence, preyent, hinder, and oppofe the 
fame 3; and will befides, as foon as poffible, difclofe to our 
moft Serene Lords and Prifices themfelves, whatever we 
fhall know or apprehend to be defign’d or attempted by 
others, to the Prejudice of their Poffeffions, Reputation, 
or Life : And that we will never confpire, contrive, or 
attempt any Thing againft their Safety, Poffeflions, Ho- 
nour, and Dignity, either by ourfelves or others, ior 
abet others in fo doing ; that we will perform all ne~- 
ceffary and ufeful Services, either perfonally, or with 
all our Application, Ability, and Obedience, by us fo 
repeatedly here promifed to the moft Serene Lord and 
Prince Don Carlos, his Succeffors, and lawful eldeft 
Male Defcendants, for the Defence of their Authorities, 
Rights Dignities, or whatever elfe may concern thei 5 
and that we will further and promote, as far asin us 
lies, his and their Honour and Intereft: Laftly, that we 
will perform all Things that it becomes faithtu!, true, 
right, and obedient Vaffals and Subje&ts to do, towards 
qheir true, natural, and rightful Lords and Princes : 

$o help us God, and his Holy Gofpels. 


The 
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~ The Ceremony of taking the Oath being over, the 
Dutchefs Dowager, and thofe who came with her, went 
back to the Gate of St. Michael ; and alighting without 
that Gate, her moft Serene Highnefs, and the Envoy 
from the Grand Duke, had the Keys of the City put 
into their Hands by the Imperial Plenipotentiary Count 
Stampa, the Gates being fhut while this was doing. 
Then the Dutchefs Dowager and the Grand Duke’s En- 
voy taking upon them an A& of Poffeffion in the Name 
of the moft Serene Infante Don Carlos, gave Orders for 
the Draw-Bridges to be let down, and the Gates to be 
open’d ; and thereupon, the Imperial Guards retiring 
from the faid Gate of St. Michael, the Militia of the 
Country took Poffeffion of it,.as alfo of the other Pofts 
of the Town, which the Imperialifts quitted. Next 
Day Count Stampa left the City, being faluted at his 
Departure by the Artillery of the Caftle, and the Im- 
perial Garrifon is marched out for their Quarters aflign'd 
them in the Milane/e, ,
